ple or Compounded Medicine, and that it is 
true, that neither can be known without the 
moſt diligent and accurate Enquiries inte their 
Colours, Differences of Smell, and Taſte, and 
Conſiſtence; will you not conelude, That your 
moſt fam'd Phyſicians (who are rais d by obey- 
ing all the Apothecaries Injunctions) are moſt 
ignorant of the Nature and Cure of Diſeaſes, 
and of the Simple and Compounded Medicines? 
If you will entertain the moſt certain Truth, 
that in all-Ages, till this laſt Corruption of em, 
the Phyſicians acquir'd and enlarg'd their Know- 
ledge of Diſeaſes, by carefully watching their 
Progreſſes from their firſt Invaſion; and of Me- 
 dicines, by being converſant in obſerving. their 
Goodneſs and Properties, and the beſt Methods 
of Preparing them for the Uſe. of their Patients 
in extraordinary Caſes :: You will be oblig'd to 
grant, that this very Practioe muſt be reviv'd, 
if you would be reliey'd by Phyſick, which ſup- 


poles 
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poſes the juſteſt Diſcernment of the Diſtemper, 
and the exacteſt Knowledge of the Power and 
Virtues of the Remedies 'to be apply'd. And 
when you {hall know, that the Phyſicians of 
the Diſpeyſary revive the Uſefulneſs aud Value 
of the Profeſſion , by improving their Skill in 
Judging of Diſeaſes by the great number of 
their Patients, and of the Goodneſs of the Sim- 
ples and Compoſitions, which are prepar'd at 
the College; You will obſerve the great Diffe- 
rence between this and the other Party, Who 
adviſing, when the Apothecary has almoſt de- 
ſtroy d the Patient, and the Diſeaſe cannot be 
truly diſcern'd , and preſcribing Eight or Ten 
vulgar Remedies of little or weak Virtues for 
the common Uſe, and having never prepar'd 
or examin'd thoſe or any other, muſt be defeCtive, 
or rather ſolidly ignorant in theſe two eſſential 
Parts of their Profeſſion. You may wonder, 
that the Society has ſo long neglected and de- 
lay'd the Advancement of their own and the 
Publick Intereſt. The Diſpenſary-Pecm relates, 
That the Fiend Sloth had crept into, and got 
Poſſeſſion of the College, and filld the Apart- 
ments and the Laboratory with Duſt and Cob- 
webs, and had ruſted and conſum'd the Veſſels 
us d in the Chymical and the other Preparations: 
After many Phyſicians had been commanded by 
the 2 to deſert it, and leave it, (as an 
Houſe uninhabited,) to a ſure, tho? ſlower, De- 
cay. They were requir'd by them to invent 
and ſpread many ſpecious, tho vain and falſe

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Pretences, to juſtifie their Neglect of coming 
to it, and . the People to expect its De: 


ſolation and Ruine. They are uneaſie and im- 
patient, that it is not yet fal n; but it may ſtand 
and ſurvive the Malice and Fury of its Apo- 
ſtates, who have with it betray'd themſelves. 
You may preſerve the Society and the Publick 
Security, when you ſhall diſcover the firſt Cau- 
ſes of this Debauchery of its Members from their 
Duty and Intereſt, and of the great Depravation 
of the Faculty; and ſhall be able to apply the 
plain and certain Methods to attain its Recove- 
ry. The Tree of Life is deſcrib'd as planted and 
growing very near to that of N This 
does protect and defend the other. that was 
true, which was noted by an Eminent Magi- 
ſtrate, That every Age improves in Wiſdom, 
© that he was wiſer than his Father, and his lit-

Your trouble would have been prevented, 8 
the Affair would have been eaſie to you. Bu 
you will meet with many Difficulties from al- 
moſt every one, you ſhall impart your Deſign 
to. It will appear abſurd and ridiculous to op- 
poſe the preſent Uſage and Cuſtom of being 
8 by common Fame, or the general 

oiſe and Clamour; or, if ſurpriz d with any 
Diſtemper, of being requir d by your Apothecaty 
to depend on him, in the Choice of your Phy- 
ſician. You will incur the Diſpleaſure of thi 
h common Brokers and Setters for the 
Service of many Phyficians, and of many Apo-

?twould be time enough then to conſider, for 
whom they ſhould ſend. If I Employ a Surgeon 
to Bleed me, I muſt give him a preſent Fee. 
But you muſt give as much the other way, 55 
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ly evade the Payment of it for ſome time. If! 
uſe an Apothecary to treat a r or Ulcer, 
have 2 ſatisfaction of Viſited ſceming- 
ly For nothing, being to voy after many Months, 
when the Bill is ofterd. But the Surgeon may 
demand very much leſs, who ſooner finiſhes the 
Cure by his greater Skill, and without the Ex- 
pence of. very many Medicines obtruded chief- 
y to Anſwer the Attendance. And if the Apo- 
thecary Bleeds upon all Occaſions in the Family, 
and compleatly concludes ſome Cures in Surge- 
ry, the Surgeon will oblige you to Pay him- 
ſelf for all thoſe Bleedings' and Cures. The 
Truth prevaibd, and it was own'd, that, when 
a ſevere Caſe unhappily made difficult by un- 
skilful Tampering Wied bis Care, he ſhould 
chen reſent the former neglect of himſelf. It 
was not allowed, that he would put back. the 
Recovery. But the Surgeon was — to have 
Bled, and to have Cured the Tumor or Ulcer, 
and will juſtly 7 1mproye his Demand, tho pro- 
bably wirhout rpg himſelf for their better 
Inſtruction for the time to come. But when 
he Apothecary has hardened the Swelling to a 

Scirrhus, kep 150 in the Matter, till the Bone is 
retten, you are forc'd to apply to the Surgeon. 
Can he have any part of the Skill, if you and 
the other Families had employid him in all the 
Caſes of hole kinds, to obſerve all the Manners

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you not condemn your ſelves, who have rob'd 
our ſelves of _—_— unities of Improvin 
his Art. The neceſſary conſequence was ad- 
mitted, That if you will be faithfully attended 
by that valued Profeſſion, You muſt engage 
their Friendſhip and their Zeal to ſerve you, and 
induſtriouſly lait them with all the eaſier 
Caſes, to cultivate their Knowledge to encoun- 
ter the more ſevere. It was ſuggeſted, chat ſome 
Surgeons depending on the Apothecaries aſſiſt 
their Invaſion of the Buſineſs of their own So- 
ciety ; but was deteſted as an infamous, perfidi- 
ous Violence on their own Art, altho made leſs 
ſcandalous by the common Practice of many o- 
ther Profeſſions. When you have Reflected on 
the Importance of being Skillfully and Faithfully 
treated in the Fractures of Bones, and Ulcers, 
and Fiſtula's, &c. Your Thoughts will Natural 
ly move from the outſide of the Body, to all the 
Parts within, and the Diſeaſes which affect them. 
You will think it worth your Trouble to rf 
vide, that the Phyſicians may be made Skillfu 
and Faithful to the Patient. You may redreſs 
all the Grievances the Faculty complains of ; or 
thoſe rather which you ſuffer, and by which you 
are expos'd to the greateſt Danger, if you will 
inform your ſelf what they are, and in what 
manner they may be Cured. The Italians have 
a Proverb, That no Wolfe ſhall devour you, if 
von do not make your ſelf a Sheep. Inſtruct your 
ſelf in the almoſt innumerable Articles, in which 
you have been Injured and Oppreſs'd ; you _— 
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| find your ſelf willing to approve and take the 
Remedy, You have been deceiv'd in the great 
ce for cheap Medicines divided and ſub- 
divided into little Doſes, and thoſe very fre- 
quently preſt on the Sick to make the unli- 
mited Profit of every days Attendance. If you 
Object, That the Dearneſs of the Phyſick does 
not concern nor affect the Phyſicians. The 
Apothecaries from that Gain are now filled with 
Prentices, increaſt to twenty times the num- 
ber, which could prepare the neceſſary Medi- 
cines. They Practice without a Fee, and 
put off many Remedies inſtead of it. Many 
of theſe given by one, who does not under- 
ſtand the Diſeaſe, (or, if he does, muſt give 
more and more, as the number of the Trade 
increaſes) will endanger and deſtroy the Pa- 
tient, The ill Succeſs ſhall be imputed by the 
undiſtinguiſhing Vulgar to the Art it ſelf, when 
they think, that all Phyſicians give the ſame 
common Medicines. The Families, from the 
burthen of the Charge of the Phyſick, and 
their leſſen d Opinion of the Art, ſhall by de- 
ces 07 ors to apply to any Advice, And, 
When all the eaſie Cures, which Nature per- 
forms by its own Powers to preſerve it elf, 
ſhall make the Honour and Profit of the Apo- 
thecary, the Faculty of Phyſick ſhall he more 
and more ſuſpected or condemn'd, when it is 
not brought in, but to- Diſeaſes made incurable 
by the vileſt tampering with very much Phy- 
ſick given only to remedy the Viſits and _w

foreſeen and eu to redreſs "his 15 
vance; and the others, the Hazard and Deſtru- 
Ction of the Sick; from the exceſſive Prices of 
the Medicines. They Addreſt to the Lord 
Mayor and Court of Aldermen, that rhe value 
of the Medicines * to the Poor might 
be noted on the Preſcript, that the more effi- 
cacious Remedies might appear to them within 
their Ability to purchaſe. The Apothecaries 
repreſented in their Anſwer, (which appears in 
the Account of. the Proceedings of the College 
in Relation to the Sick Poor, Printed by Order 
of the College, and with the Approbation of 
the Preſident and Cenſors, Anno 1697;) That 
every Mon in his own way is beſt able to make 
his own Bill, and refus d, and compell'd many 
of their Members to withdraw their Subſcrip- 
tion-to the College Propoſal. The Ciry then 
deſir d the College to give chat Charity to the 
Poor, by preparing Medicines in cheir Labora- 
rory.

It prevents all Pills cover'd with it from being 
diſſolv d, unleſs broken in ſwallowing. It has 
this only uſe to pleaſe the Fanſie, as they lay it 


on the finer Ginger-Bread for Children. This, 
tho orie Penny purchaſes a large extent of it, 
on the outſide of the Boles and Electuaries, or 
floating in the Cordial Water, affects you leſs, 
than 6. imagination of Bezoar and Pearl, be- 
ing preſented you in every Bole, which you be- 
lieve from thoſe long Terms and Rates in the 
Bill. But, as it is a Scandal to the Art of Phy- 
ſick to be ſuppos'd to treat all Diſeaſes with 
meer Bezoar and Pearl only; It is an Affront 
to the magnificence and munificence of Nature, 
that it has produc'd nothing of any value but 
Pearl and Bezoar. But you know, that very 
large quantities of Pearl may be taken often in 
the Day in the Heart-Burn, without any conſi- 
derable Impreſſion on the Blood and Spirits. 
The moſt remarkable effect, is, The Decay of 
Appetite and Digeſtion in the frequent uſe of it. 
Mr. Boyle, from one Ounce, Difſtilld but a few 
Drops of a weak poor Spirit, the remaining 
part was a dead unactive Earth. Shall the Pa- 
dient beCordial'd with this ſorry inſipid Powder, 
when the generous Spicy Plants and their Tin- 
Ctures are neglected, becauſe the Age has at- 
tain d to the Prices they are Sold for? The 
fraudulear Traders in Phyſick have abrays had

the new exploded Trifles, our Cordial Stones, 


_ call'd precious, (worth a Penny the Doſe) the 


Unicorns Horn, and many others, to ſham the 
People into an Opinion of the great value of 
the Medicine. This and the Bezoar, (which is 
one inſtance of the lower Capacity and Induſtry 
of this time) are now poſſeſt of the Monopoly 
of Impoſition and Fraud. The very ſubtle 
Traders conſider, That by their little Efficacy 
and Operation, the Patient ſhall always be will- 
ing to perſevere in the uſe of them, and by be- 
ing able to give no manner of diſturbance b 

doing any thing, their Credit and Demand ſha 

be held and maintain d, no one of the deluded 
Patients having felt at any time any Qualities, 
to make them blam'd or ſuſpected. They. are 
both of the Nature of your Snuff, without Per- 
fume, or the power of making you Sneeze; if 
it neither conveys any Quality to the Head, 
nor draws any thing from it, it ſhall be taken 


every Minute, and retain its Credit and the 
conſtant uſe. But you may ſecure your ſelf 


from being impos d on in the Prices of theſe 
two, when you ſhall be aſſur d, that two Grains 
of Bezoar are of the value of one Penny, and 
the commonly us d Pearl affords many Grains 
at that rate. You may form a Judgment of 
the Colluſion of the modern Practice, by which 
the Stone is pretended to give great Relief in 
the moſt grievous malignant Diſtempers, when 


no 'Phyſician or Apothecary can pretend to 
affirm any Reaſon, that the leaſt Virtue can be 


— expected 
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expected from it. It has been publickly tried, whe 
ther it could Expel the _— of a Poiſon given 
on purpoſe, and was obſery'd to Exert no kind 
of Operation. They cannot produce any one 
Argument to prove, That it can be Diſſolvd 
in the Stomach. It is form'd from the Duſt lickt 
from the Leaves by the hungry Goat, in whoſe 
Stomach it is found. If it gradually increaſes 
there many years, Can the Stomach of a lan- 
guiſhing Patient be able to Diſſolve it in two 
or threr Hours? A Dog lately, after ſeven 
Hours, could not leſſen its weight the leaſt 
of a Grain, tho? the Stone had been usd k 
and had the Flakes into the Center lying open 
at great diſtances. It was aſſerted from many 
Experiments before the Royal Society, that only 
one of the moſt violent Chymical Spirits was 
able to aſſect it. Almoſt all the Phyſicians of 
Integrity and Experience, who faithfully deliver 
their Obſervations of the Succeſſes of their Me- 
dicines, have in their Writings avow'd, that 
they could not diſcern any Benefit from it, or 
reaſonable pretence to uſe it. Sir Thomas Browne 
in his Vulgar Errors, makes bis Eſtimate of the 
Folly of the Age, that it can by it be gulfd to 
ſo great a degree of Deluſion. Our Phyſicians 
Diſcourſe of it in their private Meetings, as a 
Trifle, and a Medicine of Mode; but admire 
it as equalling the Pyramids of Agypt, the only 
now remaining of the former Woanders of the 
World, having ſo long maimain'd it ſelf in the 
Imaginations of the People.

ploy che numerous Poor of a Slaviſh multirude : 
Our Stone has Extracted as much Money, if 
you campute the time the Cheat has laſted, how 
often it occurs in every Bill, and the lofty Prices 
which attend its Name. It is of the laſt Im- 
pn to you to haye the Queſtion decided, 

fore you are ſeized with Sickneſs, whether 
you can expect any Service from it, and to 
demand of the Phyſicians and Apothecaries, to 
juſtifie the pretended Cordial Qualities, with the 
Reward of being 7 before the Phyſicians 
of this and the laſt Age, if they can diſcover 
any one Quality in it, but the Hardneſs of the 
Stone; and, on the other fade, if Silent, of their 
own ure. Ler us now proceed 
to the Remedies of the allow'd and admur'd Ef- 
ficacies to preſetve Health and Life, taken from 
the Vegetables, Animals and Minerals, and the 
various Preparations of them by the two Phar- 
macies, the Galenical and Chymical. The 
above-mentioned Treatiſe preſents you the Rates 
of both in the Shop, as they are Sold, when 
demanded ſingly er mixt by your Order. We 
can here make you the Judge between us, and 
in your. own Cauſe, if you will think it worth 
your Attenrion and 2 We will forfeit 
Yours, and our own Intereſt in the Verdict, 
if you can aſſign out of the moſt Cordial, the 
Richeſt, the Deareſt ions, the Extracts, 
the Oyls, che Eſſences, the Spirits, the Volatile 
Salts, if you ſhall, in che moſt deplor d weak- 
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neſs and freezing of the Blood, and ſinking of 


the Spirits, be able to take the value of Five 
Shillings in 24, Hours ; or, if you will make 
the Experiment in your beſt Health, if you can 
bear of them to that Expence, and not feel the 
the greateſt Diſturbance and Violence from them.

And in a very poor Pa- 
tient, of ſeveral Powders of the cheapeſt ſort 
in a day, the value of which is able to Cure 
many long and difficult Difeaſes. You may 
pleaſe your ſelf with believing, that this is the 
Sum Total of the Frauds of the Exgliſp Pra- 
ctice, and that you are gratified with many 
other excellent Medicines to Cure your Diſtem- 
pers, altho* you are abus'd by the exceſſive 
Prices of the little Doſes. But, as every Na- 
tural Agent acts to the utmoſt of its Power, 
and as the Virtuous are uniform in all their 
Actions, the Phyſicians cannot hold themſelves 
within any Bounds, when they have the great- 
elt Intereſt in putting off the largeſt Quantities 
of the preſent - Manufactures of Colluſion. 
They then ſtick at nothing, but preſs onward 
to - outrun their Rivals in their purſuits of 
| ES Wealth 
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Wealth and Reputation, and eſpecially when 
a viglent force urges them to make haſte, as 
in this Caſe, to oblige their Patrons of the 


Shop. Lou will be ſurprized, when you are 
aſlur'd, that many of the commonly usd Me- 


dicines are Impertinent and Hurtful, which you 


have taken from your Infancy upon all Occa- 


ſions; and ſhall be inſtructed to underſtand, 
that. your Natural Powers, and the ſtrength and 
goodneſs of your Cbnſtitution, overcame and 


expelbd your Diſeaſes, although the Remedies 


you took were either of no Virtue, or were in 
the different Degrees, offenſive and injurious. 

You have not the excellent Qualities and Pro- 
perties of the Plants in the Diſtill'd Waters, 


and they are deſtroy d by the Sugar in the 


Conſerves and Syrups. The Natural, and 
Genuine, and Rational Preparations, ſhall be 
explain d to you in another place. 


It is then moſt certain, That the Simple and 


the 2 Waters, the largeſt part of the 
pretended Furniture ot the Apothecaries Shop, 
are injurious Medicines, and ought to be Dil- 
carded the Practice of Phyſick. If you Object, 
That the Simple Waters Diſtilfd from one 


Herb in a cold Still, will moiſten and wet the 


Mouth, and quench the Thirſt in the Throat: 
we allow it; but aſſert, That they are Ungrate- 
ful to the Stomach, and that Spring- Water in 
an Acidulate Tiſane, would have done thoſe 
Services much better; beſides, a farther Effect 
and Operation on the Peccant Humours, the 
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Cauſe of the Diſeaſe. ou urge, That * 
Diſtilbd from Cordial He are cordial; 
deny it, If they are Diſtilld as Simple Waters 
and not turn'd into Spirits by Fermentation, 
or Diſtill'd with the addition of a Spirit; but 
aſſure you, that the Elementary Water fo far 
out-paſſes the little _ of the Scent of thoſe 
Plarits, that they only pleaſe (if try'd without 
mixture) the Noſe and the Tongue in a very 
low degree, but lie oppreſſive on the Stomach, 
and are vappid, wanting the Mineral Spirits 
and other latent mixtures of Spring-Water, and 
57178 been kept long open, and loſt the little 
Oyly Spirit they had, when firſt drawn. But 
2 raud lies in this, That you are deny'd and 
robd of the Tea or Tincture of that Plant, 
which would have had one hundred times a 
greater Virtue to relieve you. You may Object 
with eat Earneſtneſs, (becauſe the People af- 
fert the f ſtronger L. iquors very much at this time) 
The the other, rin Compound Waters, are 
very Cordial, excellent to raiſe 'the Spirits, 
warm the Stomach, heat the Blood. We R ly 
to you an Anſwer probably unexpected, 
the Compound Waters are too good, and hive 
too much of a pernicious Virtue. They are 
nothing elſe, than Brandy, or the Vinous 
or Aqua Vite, vitiated with the Oyls « 
205 or 30, or 40 Herbs, e 2 
ſtillation with it; having left the true Virtues 
of the Herbs behind in the Maſs remain 


The pure i Ys (or diluted nts 
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to the Diſtemper ) will, like the Rays of the 
Sun, chear the Spirits, and give a generous 
Heat to the Stomach and the Blood. But the 
Oyls, which have always an Empyreum or 
Burntneſs, raiſe as many Commotions in the 
Stomach, burn the Blood, and irritate and di- 
ſturb the Spirits. The Wind mov'd by them, 
offends the Stomach firſt, and then the Heart, 
by conſent with it from the nervous Commu- 
nication ; the flatulent Fumes are troubleſome 
to the Head many hours after the taking of 
them. But the Spirit of Wine, and the Ce- 
alic, Stomachic, Alexipharmic, or Diurctic 
erbs infus'd in it, give firſt to the Mind, 
when it underſtands force of theſe Tin- 
&ures, the greateſt hope and expectation of 
Relief, and pleaſe the Eye with their ſtrong and 
vivid Colours, and convey into the Bady all 
the Powers to change and alter the Humours, 
and revive the almoſt dying Spirits, which can 
be given by the utmoſt Effort of Nature's De- 
ſign to aſſiſt and preſerve Life. You are your 
ſelves, tho you do not know it, faln into the 
ſame Sentiment with us. The Nobility and 
the Gentry, and the Porters and Carmen, do 
now call for clean Brandy, or Uſquebaugh, or 
Ratafia, (both Tinctures) in this and all the 
other Nations of Europe. The 2 or 3000 Com- 
pound Waters of the Germans, and the Hun- 
dreds, which formerly filfd our Strong-Water 
are loſt and diſus d, or remain only in 
the Printed and Authoriz'd Receipts. The Ori- 
C 4 vers,

vers ſome years ſince, and the Coachmen, 
perfum'd the Roads with them, had the Heat 
of an Ætna riſing in their Throats, and the 
Scents of the Oyls ſticking, like Soot, to the 
Roofs of their Mouths. But have not all Phy- 
ſicians, in all Ages, order d the Juleps to their 
Patients, of the Simple and Compound Waters, 
ſince the firſt Diſtilling of them? They have 
never Advis'd them in many Diſtempers, in 
others they allow'd them ſparingly, and gave 
them only in Faintneſs, and now and then to 
refreſh the Spirits; bur inſiſted on the Infuſions, 
or Decoctions, or the Medicines in ſubſtance, 
from which they only expected the Cure of 
the Diſeaſe. - But, (which is in this Article the 
Grievance of the Engliſp Practice) they are 
giren, and almoſt all the other good Medicines 
laid aſide, to Children new. Born, in all Di- 
ſeaſes, in all the hours of the Day, to the cer- 
tain Deſtruction of the Patient, if he is capa- 
ble of being kill'd by the pernicious Heat and 
Diſorders from them. They deſtroy, firſt, po, 
ſitively, by Inflaming and Burning the Stomach, 
the Blood and the Spirits, and have no power 
to alter the Acid, or Acrid, or Sulphureous mor- 
bid Humour, or to make any Separation or Se- 
cretion, but in great hurry and rage by the 
Pores, which Nature is not at all times ready to 
comply with, and are therefore greatly injurious, 
having rais'd violent Commotions in the Blood, 
and mixt more cloſely the Diſeaſed Humours 
with it. And they deſtroy privatively, be 
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 eauſe they fill the Place and exclude - the uſe of 
the other Efficacious and Generous Remedies : 
by which the matter of the Diſeaſe would have 
been gradually and inſenſibly alter d, and pre- 
pared, for the proper and ſeaſonable diſmiſſion. 
Are our Phyſicians then and Apothecaries wholly 
ignorant of the ill effects of Juleps given in all 
Diſtempers ? The Sick and the Vilitants have 
been by degrees ſtrangely prepoſleſt in the won- 
drous Opinion of their Virtues by the Current 
Practiſe of Phyſicians, eſpecially that part who 
take every thing upon Truſt from every Writer: 
And all the Authors have lately fil'd their Books 
with a confus'd variety of Cordial Juleps in all 
the Pages, to raiſe the Reader's Admiration by 
the multitude of Cordials. 'The vaſt Profit made 
from them, is th greateſt and moſt cogent Ar- 
gument for their Uſe. The Patient will eaſily 
take to a Guinea in the day, if he has uo better 
Remedies to entertain him: and the Juleps are 
mixt up together in a Moment, as Wine and Wa- 
ter; but the making of a Decoction would require 
the time of ſending out a large Number of the 
other, one or two to every Patient. Tour Opi- 
nion of the Judgment and Integrity of your 
Phyſicians and Apothecaries, both ſupported by 
ſo many late Authors, will prejudice you very 
much in favour of the DiſtilPd Waters. But 
ſuppoſę you have the Decrees of the moſt Diſ- 
cerning and Experienc d Phyſicians againſt their 
Uſe; whoſe Authority ought to prevail with yau 
more than one Thouſand of the N of 
0 . 2 | em 
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them Byalt by their Gain, and the others, who 
are under the _ of ſerving that Intereſt, 
and of courting their Favour, by the quick vent 
of their profitable Juleps. You ſhall have ſome 
of the moſt Conſiderable and Regarded Practicers 
but muſt carefully retain in your Memory, that 
all the Phyſicians in former Ages, when the Pa- 
tients Service and Recovery were chiefly purſu- 
ed, very rarely gave Juleps, but in Faintneſs, 
bur directed the moſt ſpecifick Tinctures, Infu- 
ſions or Decoctions to the reſpective Di 8 
You ſhall firſt have the Judgment of the admi- 
red Fernelius, our ſecond Hippocrates, rever d by 
all the Writers ſince his Time. Ar firſt (he ſays) 
the Phyſicians gave the Medicaments in Subſtance, 
(the Powders, the Juices, or Infuſions or Decodt᷑i- 
ont): They have ſince, to pleaſe and humour the Pa- 
tient, invented Diſtillation. Every Plant has an 
alimental and radical Specific Subſtance. The Di- 
ftil'd Water is a part of the alimentary Liquor, 
which has not from many Plants the leaſt vertue of 
them, without Scent and Taſte : but if it has the Scent 
and Taſte of the Plants, its Vertue j as good no- 
thing. In Decoftions the Vertue us Extrafted, but 
the finer Parts vaniſh, and are boyled away; but 
Infuſſon with a moderate Heat in a cloſe Veſſel, 
takes out all the Powers of the Herbs, and lets not 
any Particle fly away. After he has deſcrib'd the 
different manners of Diftillations of his time ; bur, 
fays he, Diſtill the Plants which have the volatile 
and grateful Scents which way you pleaſe, their H. 
fieacy ſhall certainly be loſt, as well as the Delicacies 
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of their Flavours and Taſtes, The moſt Experi- 
enced Plateru aſſures his Readers, That Aque 
Plantarum non adeò commode nec cum tanto effettu 
bibuntur. If you take the Diſtild Waters of the 
Plants by themſelves in a Fulep, you'l find your 
ſelves diſordered by them, and have ſcarcely any Be- 
nefit from the Uſe of them. If you mix a good Me- 
dicine with them, it will then be to ſome purpoſe to 
uſe them. Langius explodes them, becauſe even the = 
volatile part 1s diſſipated and loſt, and the real ver- 
eue does not diſcover its ſelf in the Colourleſs Na- 
ter, and produces even Meſue, one of the Arabian 
Diſtillers, owning that the Roſe-Water has vertues 
different from the Fuice or Infuſions of the Roſes. 
The Judicious Wedelins wonders any one can e- 
ſteem the Diſtil'd Waters, when they are ſweet, 
that is, inſipid; let the Plant be ſower, bitter, 
or abound with any other Quality. It is plea- 
ſant to obſerve what a Pother is made by many 
of the Writers of Diſtillation, to preſerve a 
Opinion of the Waters. After they have bid 
you to be very cautious to Diſtill either this or 
that way, to have an excellent Water: 
adviſe you, (if you think on taſting them, that 
they are worth nothing) to take what remains 
of the Plant, and to burn it in a quick Fire, and 
to extract the fixt Salt, and mix that Salt with 
the Water, then they tell you it will be good 
for ſomething: But all the virtue of the Extract 
was deſtroyed by the quick Fire, and the Salr 
has only the Corroſive and Cauſtick Qualities of 
all other Salts well burnt, the Specifick - Quali- 
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ties being all conſum d, which is own'd. by eve- 
ry judicious Chymiſt. But if you mix the Ex- 
tract it (elf with the Water, you ſhall have the 
Decoction of the Plant, and might have ſaved 


your ſelf the needleſs trouble of Diſtilling. a- 


cutus therefore owns, That the Decoctions of 
Simples are of admirable uſe to Cure Diſeaſes, 
but we cannot avoid to give the Waters, with 
which the Patients ſhall not quarrel, when the 
excellent Qualities of the Decoctions have a lit- 
tle diſobliged their Palates. For this eſpecial 
Reaſon, he ſays, the Waters, were firſt invented. 
You will not want many Vouchers of ſo clear a 
Truth, when you have heard whar the two moſt 
Excellent Chymical Phyſicians of the Age have 
declared upon the Subject. Conringius writing 
of the Simple Diſtilbd Waters, avows that the 
are infra Laudem, that you will ſpend your Breat 
in vain, if you ſpeak in their Commendation. 
He adds, Moſt of the Waters want the | ſenſible 
Nualities of their Herbs: The Purging Aſtringent 
and Attenuating cannot riſe , as our Sences 
and Experience inform us: Thoſe only Plants, 
whoſe Virtue , Scent and Taſte are from the 
fine volatile Subſtance, give not nothing to the 
Waters. I ſay a little more than nothing; for 
inſtcad of parting with their moſt uſeful Quali- 
ties to the Waters, we find a thouſand times ' more 
of them in the Infuſion of thoſe Plants. And there- 
fore, for very good Reaſons. Thoſe Waters bave 
been rarely us d to Cure Diſtempers, and the Deco 
Gions of the Plants have been us d before them by 
266 : | | EY the 
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the Arabians themſelves, the firſt Inventers of Di- 
ſtilling, and by all the Phyſicians ſince, who have 
much follow'd their way of Practice. The moſt de- 
ciſive Judgment will be given by Angelus Sala, 
the moſt accurate of all the Chymiſts, and the 
moſt Candid and Diſintereſted Moderator be- 
tween them and the Galeniſts. In his Aphoriſms 
he aſſerts, That the S imple Waters have not the 
predominant Virtues of the Plunts. Being without 
Colour and Inſipid, "th obvious, they have none of 
the Sulphurs and Salts, which are the very vertues 
of the Herbs, and which give them all their Co- 
lour and Taſtes. Altho there are ſome Waters, 46 
of Roſes, Marjoram, Lavender , Roſemary , which 
give a little ſmatch of their Scent, but how much 1 
wanting of tbe Eſſence of theſe Plants, which lies 
in the Jincture left behind in the bottom of the 
Veſſels * And therefore in. another Place he a- 
vows, That no honeſt Phyſician of common Sence 
will depend upon them in any difficult Diſtemper : 
They are rather to be uſed by them inſtead of Com- 
mon Water, to cool the Mouth in Fevers, or to 
make Infuſions and Decoct ions. But probabl our 
Excellent Sala may be miſtaken in this laſt Uſe 
of Diſtill'd Waters, for they are not as accepta- 
ble to the Stomach, as common Water, which 
has a better Body, which is every day us'd as 
the Vehicle of Nouriſhment or Medicines, by all 
Conditions of Mankind from the Throne to the 
Cottage; but the Diſtill'd Waters are dead and 
palling to the Stomach, Flatulent and Loathſome, 
and are rejected by every one Labouring under 
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any Diſtemper, who is not prepoſſeſt that every 
Medicine = make him more Sick, by work- 
ing on the Humours, and can venture to com- 
lain of any thing preſcrib'd by his Doctot, or 
1 by the Apothecary. But to what pur» 
poſe are Authorities of the moſt valuable 
of the late Phyſicians appeal'd to in an Affair of 
which you are as much capable as they, to make 
the moſt certain concluſion of. the little value of 
the Simple Waters. Werefer the matter to your 
Sences, if you will Diſtill Tea or Coffee (the 
Parallel will be juſt inevery other Plant) and then 
compare the Diſtilld Waters with the Infuſtons 
of —. in the boyling Spring Water. Lou 
cannot think it not worth the Experiment, to 
prevent your ſelf, and all your Friends from be- 
ing BT when the prevailing gainful 
Prices of the Juleps ſhall certainly force them he 
on you in every Sickneſs. If you will heedleſly 
give Credit to every Phyſician, (who never con- 
idered the Queſtion, by comparing any other 
Infuſion with the Dit d Waters) or Apothe- 
cary, who never made the Examination by any 
0 Nini dhe 1 many weighty Reaſons 
to y their Virtues, and not appoint your 
Servant to ſett the Stills on Work. _ — 
cover your Coffee or Tea diſh with another 
more capacious, and taſte the drops ſublim'd and 
running to in the Cover, and co their 
Excellent Qualities with the Green Tin&ured 
Tea, and the other of the Colour. This 
Method dikoyerd by Accident, gave the fir 
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hint, by Which Diſtillation was invented. A 


Philoſopher had ſtew'd fome Spinage in his 
Broath, and being calld haſtily away, Bok on 
a Cover to keep it hot, and returning, found a 
pretty deal of L Liquor, which had run — che 
Cover into the Plate, in which the Poringer 
ſtood. He admired the manner of the Steam 
being ſtop d, and aſterwards trilling down in 
_ clearneſs of the Liquor, and the. 
ſmell of it while hot, extreamly ſurpriſed him. 
He taſted and agen, but tly went 
on with his Broath, and preferr'd the Subſtance 
before the Shadow. This happen d not many 
Centuries — ſtrange it had not been 
diſcover d when Nature raiſes the Va- 
pours of the Earth (and with them all the mov - 
mg Panic xo Tetra A 
inerals, which are not elevated by the con- 
fined Heat in G05 Veſſels, in which the Waters 
are Diſtill'd) and by the coldneſs of the Air 
brings them cloſer together, that by their weight 
they return into drops of Rain. The Vapours 
on "Rog'd by the Mountains, and, by the great- | 
Cold, are deny'd into drops, which 
tricking down make the riſe of all the Rivers, 
Galen wiſhes he was able to ſeparate the parts 
of Vinegar, as he int common with the People 
could part Milk into a Water, and Oyly part, 
and a third of a firmer Conſiſtence. He de- 
clares he would undergo any Labour which 
could be put upon him (and he had 'Travell'd. 
an for Countries to Learn and 1 the 
ertues 
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Vertues of Plants and Minerals) to be able th ſepa- 
rate the Water from Vinegar: that he might have 
it more acid, to quench the Fire of the Ardent 
Fevers, and to repel more powerfully in the, 
outward applications: and he ſuſpected the Fie- 
ry part of the Wine lay lurking under the Acid, 
2 would have this diſengaged from the other. 
Roſes were firſt Diſtilfd. The delicate Flavour 
of this Water excited the Induſtry and Emu- 
lation of all the Operators. Every one of the 
Productions of Nature were by them put to the 
hery Tryal, to diſcover their moſt latent Ver- 
tues, as a Treaſure. Many other Admirable 
Medicines were brought to light by it. The 
Diſtilled Acid Spirits of Vitriol, of Sulphur (by 
OR Method) of Niter, of Salt, of Alum, 
Vinegar, are usd to the moſt noble Purpoſes 
in many Fevers, and many others the moſt ter- 
rible Diſeaſes. The volatile Spirits of Harts- 
horn, Urine, and the other parts of Animals are 
of the greateſt Virtues in the Languiſhings and 
Faintings, and in forcing a ſtraight and ſteady 
Motion on the Spirits tumultuating in the Hy- 
hondriacal and Hyſterical Diſorders. The Vo- 
atile Oyls of Plants, as well as thoſe following 
the Volatile Spirits from Animals, were ſoon 
_ diſcover'd, and were apply'd to the cold, dead 
Limbs of Palſies, and the Putrefy'd parts, ſeiz d 
with a Gangreen. Theſe three, the Acid, the 
Volatile Spirits and the Oyls, are the Product 
of Human Induſtry Employing the proper 
Veſſels, and a ſtronger degree of _—_ But 
ature 
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Nature reſerves to it ſelf a part in the Vinous 
Spirits, which can never be obtained by Diſtill- 
ing, without a previous Fermentation. All the 
- Vegetable Juices, which can Ferment, afford by 
Diſt the Flagrant Spirit, clear as Spring 
Water, hot as the Fire which raisd it. From 
all the Vegetables, they are of the ſame Nature, 
and appear ſo, when duly reCtify'd (as aſſerted by 
the Learned Dr. Cox betore the Royal Society, and 
ſince own'd and demonſtrated by all the Chymiſts). 
The Muſt of Wine, Beer, Cyder, of the Sugar- 
Cane, do not afford one Particle of this Spirit, 
till they have been open'd by the Natural, or 
haſtened Artificial Fermentation. The Cures of 
the Syncopes, and leſſer Faintings, the over-pow- 
ering the deadly Acids in the Stomach, the ſub- 
duing the fatal Poyſons of Peſtilential Infections, 
have made this Spirit deſerve the Character of 
Aqua Vite, the Spirit, to which Life muſt 
own its Preſervation. The Progreſs of Na- 
ture in producing this Spirit in the Vegeta- 
bles may deſerve and reward your Attention. 
The Juice of the Fruit is firſt inſipid, then 
ſower and ſharp: The Spirit advances, and gives 
it a generous Vinous Taſte This Spirit has 
the Power over the ſharpneſs, and acidity, till 
it is by degrees waſted = too long Fermenta- 
tion, the Acid then prevails and overcomes and 
depreſles the Spirit, which is the Death of Wine 
being turn'd into Vinegar. You have then 
from che Plants, after Fermentation, a ſtrong, Vi- 
nous Spirit, which lay hid in the. Texture and 
ERA ᷣ — © 
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| Mixture of the Vegetables, and (if not blended 
with other Particles) would by its Fire and Acti- 
vity have broken the Stamina and the tender Fa- 
bricks of the Seed, by which they are Propane” 
ted. But when theſe Particles are let looſe by 
the Ferment, and are collected by Diſtilling, 
they are a Liquor incapable of Corruption, with 
the different Appellations of Vinous Spirits, like 
that from the Vine, or have the name of Brandy, 
from burning away in a flame. If you permit 
your Plants bruis d to Corrupt and Putrify, from 

the Animals, which a after Putrefaction, 
and which are obſerved in all the Maſs; you 
have a Volatile Spirit, not to be diſtinguiſh'd 
from the Genuine and only Spirit to be drawn 
from Animals. But if you Diſtil the Herb or 
Juice, (neither Fermented nor Putrefy d) only 
the Elementary Water can be ſeparated with a 
fine Volatile Oyl (if the Herb is ſtrongly ſcent- 
ed) in the Cold Still. The Oyl floating in the 
Water, makes it not limpid, but of the white 
Colour ; or, if preſt with a ſtronger Fire, the 
Oyl will rife in larger Quantities, and will float 
on the Water, and may eaſily be ſeparated from 
ir. But if this Oyl is wanting or not prepar'd 
to be ſeparated from the Maſs, as in the Muſts 
of Wine, Cyder, &c. where the Spirit is not 
ſeparable, you muſt be contented with the Ele- 
mentary or cold taſtleſs Water. For if nothing 
elſe will riſe, nothing elſe can come over 
into the Recipient, Diſtil the moſt uſeful 
cooling Plants or Fruits; Sorcel, Purſlain, 
Famarinds, 
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Tamarinds, the Juices of Lemons, Oranges and 
Citrons, the mere Water comes over, the Acid 
Liquor remains behind. Diſtil the Oyly or 
Mucilaginous, Plantane, Mallows, Almonds, the 
cold Seeds, or that admirable Natural Gelly, the 
White of an Egg, or the Gelly of Hartſhorn, 
with the ſoft Fire of the Cold Still, you will have 
the inſipid Waters, neither Oyly or Mucilagis 
nous, but ſolft as Common Water Diſtill'd, to 
cool the Eyes, and the Mouth, eſpecially when 
2 good Medicine is added to th If you uſe 
a ſtronger Fire, the ſcented Oyl is burnt into a 
ſtinking burnt Oy, like that of Tartar or Harts- 
horn. The bitter Herbs afford a Water as ins 
ſipid as the other. The reſtringent and binding 
yield a Water as ſoft and relaxing. The Vo- 
mitive and the Purgative raiſe a Water as inof 
fenſive and unactive, as all the Antidotes from 
Plants to reſtrain their Violence. It will then 
be without difficulty obſerved by you, where the 
Controverſy lies: That theſe Diſagreeable Ele- 
mentary Waters are put upon you in Juleps at 
great Rates to no purpoſe, but to amuſe and de- 
ceive you. If the Aromatick and Acid Plants 
are moſt proper in your Caſe, you ate no leſs, 
(as Sir Tho. Brown phraſes the Deluſion with Be- 
zoar) gull'd and cullied with the Waters from 
them. For as the Diſtilled Waters of Chickens 
and Gellies, (the Knavery of the Phyſicians of the 
laſt Age) give only the Scent of the Fleſh, but 
not the Nutritive Parts, as the Man in the Cooks 
ſhop loſt his preſent Appetite from the mene 
| | A 4 
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che Meat Roaſting, without the leaſt ſupport of 
his Strength, or increaſe of his Bulk. Theſe Wa- 
ters then may be ſuppoſed to be beneath the 
Vertues of the Infuſions, as a guilded Shilling is 
leſs valuable than a Guinea, or (which is the 
Deciſion between the Cook and the Gentleman) 
the ſight of the Money beneath the Poſſeſſion of 
it. But, why do not the Phyſicians and Apo- 
thecaries ſupply us with theſe Infuſions, which 
have all the Spirits, and all the other Qualities 
of the Plants, which cannot fail to effect the 
greateſt Cures ? Becauſe this, the moſt efficaci- 
ous, part of Medicine is loſt, at leaſt in this Na- 
tion, and is not now known either by the Phy- 
ſicians or Apothecaries. The Knaviſh and the 
Ignorant Phyficians have raiſed in the People 
their Expectation of great Cures from the Fu 
leps, altho* no Cures have been wrought by 
them in moſt of the Diſtempers. "The People 
on the other {ide compel the other fort of Phy- 
ſicians to comply with the Mode and Faſhion, 
.and to apprehend and dread their Reſentment, 
If not treated their own way with Juleps. We 
have gone many Years paſt in a Circular Mo- 
tion: The Phyſicians firſt deceiv'd the People, 
the People are fond or eager to be deceived, and 
are Angry if any Check is given to the Current 
Uſage. But for your Comfort, and to lay be- 
fore you the preſent Practice, you are not 4- 
bus d ſo much, as you may begin to appre- 
hend. You have had, eſpecially of later Years, 
a more Fair and Honeſt Treatment from your 
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Phyſicians and 898 ö Yow have not. 


had very many of the Elementary inſipid pal- 
ling Waters. For of the One hundred and, 


ſtilbd in our wild Collection, the London Phar- 
macopeia, all are diſcarded, and do not fill or 
ok the Shop, but about ten or fifteen, al- 
| though the Glaſſes remain to affect your Eye 
and Imagination, that a large Proviſion of Cor- 
dials is always ready for you. Even thele were 
obſerv'd to Mother and Putrefie, to throw down 
a Sediment, and grow turbid and unſightly, to 
be dead, being kept open to the Air without a 
Cork. For Fel weighty Conſiderations, they 
haye been alſo diſmiſt the Shop and the Patients 
Chamber; We mean the genuine Waters di- 
ſtilbd from the green Plants. You have ſome - 
thing like them, by mixing a few Drops of the 
Diſtilld Oyl with Sugar: a very little Pittance 
of this will turn a Gallon of Pump-Water into 
the pretended Diſtilꝭd Water. But the Oyl 
will broil in the Patient's Stomach, it will be 
turbulent in it, and make Nauſeas and Fluctu- 
ations, and the Hickup and Faintings, unleſs, 
(as remark'd before) the Patient expects to be 
made Sick, when he takes this fort of Cordial. 
You will fay, that this Abuſe is inſufferable, 
that ſuch Phyſicians and Apothecaries ought to 
be diſcarded from any concern of the Sick, if 
they cannot be forc'd to a greater Sincerity to 
the Patient. But to make you eaſie, this Fal- 
ann bo DE nog a 
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lacy and Cheat has been laid afide in great 
meaſure at leaſt, and you have now only Milk- 
Water in the place of all the reſt. This is 
made from three or four dry'd Herbs in all the 
Seaſons of the year. You fhall ſpend it before 
it Mothers, or is foul with a Sediment, or 
vappid with long ſtanding open. If the readily 
fermenting Black Cherries yield a ſmall vinous 
"why , it falls under , another conſideration, 

ou obſerye then, that the Milk-Water ſtands 
in the place of the one hundred and fifty ; that 
the pretence of keeping ſo many decay'd Wa- 
ters falls with them, But is not then Milk- 
Water as good, as *tis cheap? It is excellent 
to moiſten and cool the Mouth, to dilute the 
Salts in the Throat in Thirſt, and imbibe the 
Humours in the Stomach, and make the Blood 
more fluid, But all theſe are perform'd as well 
by Spring-Water, which is therefore directed in 
its place by many Phyſicians as preferable to 
it, and leſs diſagreeable to the Patient. For its 
Latent Oyls, from the Herbs its. made from, 
make the Sick uneaſie in the uſe of it, when the 
Heat of the Stomach has ſet the Oyls on work, 
which were not perceiv'd by the Mouth, when 
it ſeem'd to be cool'd by it. We may demand 
of you to make a few Experiments, and exa- 
mine this Affair of the greateſt conſequence to 
the Preſervation of your Health, You may 

en for a trial, make your Small Beer and Ale, 
your Coffee and Tea with Milk-Water , or 
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made with Milk-Water ; and at another time, 
direct your Chicken to be Boil'd in Milk- 
Water, and at your Dinner you may drink 
Wine and Milk-Water mixt together, If you 

cannot bear in your Health, this Oyly, light 
Liquor, but which lies as a Load on the Sto- 
mach, ſometimes many hours, (tho it oft times 
ſend up the Fumes to disburthen it ſelf) How 
ſhall the weak languiſhing Patient ſupport fo 
many Diſturbances from it? There are none 
ſo feeble but they bear the Gruels and Panadas 
made with the natural Water, and the Emul- 
| ſions and Fiſanes, and the Infuſions and De- 
coctions made in it of the Aromatick and Re- 
ſtorative Flowers, Seeds, or Leaves. The Hy- 
ſterical, who appear almoſt dead, are reviv'd by 
this natural Liquor, and are -made to relapſe 
by a Spoonful of an ungrateful oyly Diſtill'd 
Water. . In the Bath, the Spaw, the Tunbridge, 
in the Purging, and all the other Mineral Waters, 
(the generous Natural Juleps) the. Salts and 
other Qualities are convey'd into you (tho? 
reduc'd to the laſt feebleneſs in ſome Diſtempers) 
by the moſt pleaſant and uſeful Vehicle of the 
Univerſe. The Simple Diſtilbd Waters are by 
the more Sagacious pretended to be only the 
Vehicle or Conveyance of other Medicines, 
but, which is the other Objection againſt the mo- 
dern Juleps, theſe are mixt with the hot Com- 
pound Waters ſo much more offenſive, as they 
contam more Oyls in a much greater propor- 
22157 Dy. Now 
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Now we are come to conſider the Compound 
Waters more particularly: You may be re- 
minded to give your utmoſt Attention, becauſe 
the modern Practice preſcribes large quantities of 
theſe roughall in every Diſeaſe and Conſtituti- 


on, through all the Stages of your Sickneſs. You 
may object, That Cordials are neceſſary, Its 
allow'd, where the natural Vigour declines, or 
is oppreſt, but in many Fevers, and many other 
Diſeaſes, where the Natural Powers act with 
Vehemence and Rage, they are then not neceſ- 
fary, but pernicious. As the moſt Healthy are 
by degrees thrown into Conſumptions and 
Dropſies, by the immoderate uſe of the _ 
or the Compound Waters — the Spirits 
and the Blood being inſenſibly evaporated and 
ſpent by them; the very Feeble are hurried much 
ur into them, by the waſting of the Spi- 
rits, and the conſumption of the ſpirituous parts 
of the Blood. But (which is the ſecond, and 
a very important conſideration) there are Cor- 
dials of the Tinctures and Infuſions, which will 

be ſome time longer in raiſing the Spirits, and 
heating and moving the Blood, but will affect 
It to better purpoſe, by giving a laſting, and 
permanent force and vigour to the Spirits and 
Blood. And beſides theſe, you may have (if 
the exigency of the Caſe requires) one of the 
pure Spirits drawn from the Plants after Fer- 
mentation, or you may have any one of them 
improy'd by having extracted the Virtues of 
| ng, or two, or three of the moſt Cordial m_ 
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dies in the World, as Saftron, the Aromatick 
Spices, or the volatile Acrid Roots, or Seeds, 
or Flowers. They may be given often in the 
due p ion in the more proper Vehicle to 
the Caſe. - You are deſired not to quarrel at 
the colour, that they are not tranſparent and 
limpid as the Juleps : they may be given you 
in a Silver or China Cup; and, if the Eye has 
not the pleaſure, your Smell and Taſte ſhall be 
entertain'd with the full and certain qualities of 
thoſe admirable Drugs. | 
The Objections then to the hot Compound 
Waters and. Oyly Spirits, as falſe Medicines, 
are, That they have too little Virtue, and 
that they have: too much. Firſt, they have 
not the Virtues you are promis'd and ex- 
pect, becauſe the mixture of the Parts, which 
makes the Colour and the Taſte, remains be- 
hind, and nothing comes over with the Spirit, 
but the Oyl. As the ſingle Spirit of Saffron 
and of Lavendar is only Brandy ennobled or 
debas'd by the Oyl of Saffron and Lavendar with 
few Particles to improve the Scent, and make 
a weakly ſenſible Diſtinction, but the Specifick 
Qualities are left in the Veſſel, and may be us'd 
as a Tincture, or be Evaporated into an uſeful 
Extract. But this Tincture or Extract will 
comfort and ſtrengthen you; therefore you have 
not all the Virtue in the Spirits, or rather you 
may have about the twentieth, or poſſibly the 
hundreth part. Tis certain, you are heated 
as much as ſo much Vinous Spirit or Brandy 
will effect, but you are rob'd of the diſcrimi- 
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nating Powers of the generous Plants appropri 

ate to the Diſtemper. What is ſaid To — 
le Spirit from one Flower or Leaf, is infalli- 
y true of a thouſand. If the Compound 


Water is made with Spirit of Wine, or an 


fermented _— the Spirit is Diſtilld wi 
the Oyl, but the Subſtance, or the Diſcrimina- 
ting Parts, the true natural Signatures and 


Marks, which diſtinguiſh all the Ingredients, lie 


neglected in the Tincture in the Veſſel. In the 
ſecond place, They have too much Force and 
Power. The 20 or 30 different Oyls lie quiet 
in the colourleſs Water, but when mixt with 
the ferment of the Stomach, they ſtruggle for 
the maſtery one with the other. They firſt 
raiſe a Storm of Wind, fill the Stomach, till ir 


relieves it ſelf upward and downward : in two 


or three Minutes the conteſt is renew'd, till 
they have left that part, quitted that Scene of 
Action, when circulated into the whole Maſs 
of Blood, and paſt forward into the Head and 
Nerves. The Confuſions of the Spirits, and 
Pains of the Head, the Palpitation of the Heart, 
and its Motion made impetuous, demonſtrate, 
That the fury of the Antagoniſts is not over in 
many hours. As long as the People would not 
depend on the Spirit, tho as hot as the Flame, 
but demanded the united force of a large num- 
ber of Ingredients, that they might take every 
OR at once,. and the Phyſicians were 
ſtriving, who -ſhould advance his Name by a 
Water more compounded : the Old were every 
day decry'd and laid aſide, and a New —4 
N poun 
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nd Water of fifty or ſixty Ingredients brought 
192 the Stage. The OMA had = 
or two thouſand put upon them. The Engliſh 
have had their ſhare, In the Diſpenſatory you 
have only 28, and, as was obſerv'd of the Sim- 
le Waters, only three or four of them are now 
common uſe, You may reſent this, but 
will be pacified, when you are aſſur'd, they are 
more than you want. When the Phyſicians in 
Conſultation write the red coloured, or the 
white Pearl Julep, what hot Waters ſhall we 
have? Its anfwer'd, They are all alike ; make 
the Julep high taſted, to be thought very Cor- 
dial. We depend on the Powders or the Boles, 
with the Sage Poſſet or white Drink, or we in- 
tend the Julep only for a Vehicle, and to waſh 
down the other Remedies. The Imputation on 
this Fraud and Robbery of the Health and Ex- 
pence extends only to the Juleps of the Simple 
and Waters. You have the Spirit 


of Lavendar, which is an Infuſion after Difſtil- 


lation; you have the Treacle Water by Infuſion. 
The Volatile Spirits, and the other Tinctures 
of Saffron, Caſtor, Elixir Proprietatis, of Steel, 
and Opium, are often 'added to the Warers. 
The Phyſicians who direct them, confeſs the 
Com Waters are not equal. to them. 
Why do they not Diſtil Caſtor and A/ fatida, 
and Alves, and Opium? Why do and the 
People halt berween two Opinions ? It the Spi- 
rit of Wine has (when rectiſied) the higheſt 
force which human Nature can bear, and it — 
„ Se. tra 
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Extract in Tincture all the Cordial Qualities, 
which are in any Simple of that kind, Why 
are the Diſtill'd Compound Waters us d to the 
ſame Intentions, when their Strength may be 
taken down by mixture, and adapted to the Pa- 
tients Condition, and when they are Cordial in 
the greateſt degree, without any offence to the 
Stomach, the Blood or the Nerves ? You ſhall 
therefore demand of the Phyſicians, for the time 
to come, the Infuſions, or Decoctions, of the 


Cooling, Mucilaginous, Aſtringent, Bitter, &. to 


be made in the moſt proper Liquors, the Spring 
Water, or the Waters of Milk not Diftild, or the 
temperate and diluted Wines in the common Fe- 
vers, Pleuriſies, or the Obſtructions of the Viſcera, 
and. the Spicy Aromatick and Alexipharmick ej- 
ther in large Quantities in thoſe Menſtruums, 
or in Tinctures in the ſtrong Wines, or the 
Vinous Spirits in the greivous weakneſs or waſt- 
ing of the Spirits, or the attacks of the malig- 
nant and peſtilential Diſeaſes, or -in the greater 

ions of the Blood, or the more invete- 
rate Obſtructions of the Glands and Nerves. 
Theſe, you are aſſur d, will give you all the 
Particles, which compound the wondrous mix- 
tures, of all the Balſams, Gums, Reſins, and all 
the Roots, Barks, Leaves, Flowers and Seeds of 
all the Plants, and almoſt every Latent Virtue 
of the Minerals. You” will have them more 


powerfully drawn forth than the feeble Strength 


of the Stomach and Blood can ue when 
the Diſeaſe has broken all the Natural Powers. 


Nature, 
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Nature, (which, as Pliny obſerves, is, In minims 
maxima) has given the Plants ſenſible, and 
therefore avow'd and unconteſted Qualities. 
There is not one but has its own Flayour and 
Taſte peculiar to it ſelf. They are infinitely di- 
verſified. There are not words in any Lan- 
guage which can repreſent the diffetences of the 
picy, the Bitter, Aſtringent, &c. from thoſe of 
the fame Family. The Spices are hot or tem- 
perate, or binding or attenuating. The Bitter 
are. binding, or opening, or rough of gentle, or 
Aromatick or Cooling. The Aſtringent are be- 
ſides, either. Acrid or Soft, or Sweet, or Bitter, 
or Salt, or Acid. The Acids are Sweet, or 
Acrid or Bitter. There can be no limits to the 
enumeration of the ſtupendous mixtures and 
blendings of the Qualities in the ſame Subject, 
All theſe, by a ſudden or more latent and re- 
ſery'd Activity, evacuate or alter all the Hu- 
mours of the Body. It may be avow'd, which 
is confeſt by the Experience of all Ages, that 
there is no Diſeaſe of the Head, the Breaſt, the 
Viſcera, which may not be remov'd by the uſe 
of the Plants rationally ſelected and prepar'd. 
If your Judgment is defective, your Memory 
unfaithful, your Apprehenſion cloudy, the Aro- 
maticks and Cephalicks will reſtore the Spirits to 
their natural vigour. If the Breaſt is invaded 
by thin or viſcous Catarrhs, the Plants will 
give a conſiſtence to one, and attenuate and 
expectorate the other. They reſtore Appetite 
and Digeſtion, open and ſtrengthen the Secre- 
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tions of the Liver, Spleen, the Glands, and re- 
move the Stone and Gravel, the Impediments of 
the Urinary Paſſage. You are moſt certain of 
having all the generous Qualities by extraCting 
in the Stomach the Tinctures of the Herbs, if 
you take them in Subſtance, or if you Infuſe 
them in the paper Extracters of them, the 
Waters, Wines, Spirits, either Acid or Vinous, 
or Volatile. There can be no fallacy, as in 
Diſtilling, put upon you. You have all the

When therefore your Prejudice in favour of 
the Simple and Compound Diſtilld Waters ſhall 
be remov'd, it will not be difficult to prove and 
convince you, That the Publick has grie- 
vouſly impos d on by the Arabian Cookery of 
the Natural Medicines. All the Syrups are to 
be diſcarded the Practice of Phyſick, except 
the Purgative, and thoſe which preſerve the 
ſtronger and more durable Juices of the Plants, 
and theſe are never to be us d, when the Infu- 
ſions and Decoctions of Herbs ſhall be more 
beneficial and leſs injurious. The others are 
overcome and deſtroy'd by the Corroſive fer- 
ing Sugar, which makes them Laxative 
and Irritative to the Stomach, Bowels, and the 
Blood. The Styptick, corroborating and dige- 
ſtive are impertinently joyn'd with Sugar, whoſe 
Qualities are y—_ and contrary to their Vir- 
tus, Many of the Compound Syrups cannot 

| wan 
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maintain their Credit, when the” Rabble of In- 
ients . are made of ſhall be ſtrictly con- 
ider d, which are brought together, hot and 
cold, acrid and ſoſt, binding and laxative. 
Theſe wich the ſowr and fretting Sugar give 
the utmoſt confuſion and inquĩetude to almoſt 
all the Sick. But the uniform Medicines of 
two or three tents, or the Specifick alone, 
are now allow'd to effect the moſt certain and 
obſervable Cures of moſt Diſeaſes. The very 
reaſon on which theſe Syrups were brought into 
the Shop, and the Stomach of the Patient, is 
alone ſufficient to decry them. That they might 
be kept and be always in readineſs, that is, 
that a vitious ungrateful Remedy ſhould be put 
oft, to ſave the Phyſicians and Apothecaries the 
trouble of ſaving the Patient's life, by a Ti- 
ſane, Infuſion, or Decoction, made on purpoſe, 
when wanted, which would require time and 
attendance to have them juſtly prepar d. The 
Conſerves and Condites, or Sweatmeats, can be 
only allow'd to convey a Powder or Gum, or 
Balſam, into the Patient's Stomach. The quan- 
tity of Sugar clogs and oppreſſes the Stomach, 
raiſes Flatulencies, and often proves Griping and 
Looſening, from the quantity of Sugar in many 
Boles equal to the proportion neceſſary to make 
a Glyſter laxative. The Electuaries demand to 
be reform'd, being too large in the Doſe, and 
have therefore at leaſt the greater part of them 
been diſcharg'd from the Modern uſe. Many 
of the Powders and Pills are 1 
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the rational Compoſition of Simples, not oppo- 
fite and deſt 5 to one the —— in the — 
ture, and offenſive and injurious from the In- 
quietudes and Commotions they raiſe from the 
herce Conteſts of their Ingredients, when open'd 
and diſfoly'd in the Stomach. The accurate and 
rational Compoſition of the Simples has been de- 
bated and ſettled by the Controverſies of the 
late Chymical. and Galenical Writers, or by 
many excellent Phyſicians of this Age,who have 
Eſpous'd neither Party, but united and improv'd 
the Obſervations and Experiences of both for 
the Service of the Diſeas d. When the Virtues 
and Powers of the Simples, _—_— to any 
Diſtemper, and the number of the Ingredients 
ſhall be determin'd, there is no difficulty to 
form and prepare the Medicines. The Plan or 
Draught of Pharmacy may be taken from a 
hte Author. He appoints of the moſt applaud- 
ed Roots, Leaves, Flowers, and Seeds, to raiſe 
and invigorate the Spirits flaccid and feeble. 
Let them be powder'd and ſifted. The man- 
ner obvious, tho by the common Colluſion,

But they 
are injurious in the hectick and ſlow Fevers, 
they are too ſtrong in the weak Conſtitutions, 
inflame and corrode the Parts, increaſe all the 
Hzmorrhagies, and provoke and irritate all the 
Fluxes of the Bowels. The Bitter, the moſt 
ungrateful of all the Taſtes, cannot be us'd in 
Medicines, if their Virtues did not make amends 
by their falutary Effects. They are the moſt 
fam'd Stomachicks by deterging the Mucus, rai- 
ſing the ferment, and contracting the relaxt and 
flabby Membranes of the Stomach. They ſub- 
due the Acid Humours, and ſup the mix» 
ture and Tone of the Blood, in the intermitting 
and continued Fevers.

It quenches and 
allays the Thirſt, it cools the heat of the Blood, 
extinguiſhes the Flame rais d by the oyly and 
volatile parts in their greateſt Fermentations. 
It ſupplies the neceſſary Serum or Moiſture of 
the Blood, and Mollifies and Foments the con- 
tracted and irritated Fibres of the Stomach and 
Bowels. It is the greateſt Antidote againſt Poi- 
ſons, and the 7 Acrimony of the 
Humours in the moſt violent Vomitings and 
0 Cholicks.

You need not be inform'd of the great Uſes 
and Effects of Vomits and Purges, when they 
are Cautiouſly and Prudently advis d: that they 
unload great Quantities of Corrupted Humours, 
the glandulous Juice deprav d, the Gall from the 
Liver, the Mucus or Slime which ſtops the Li- 
quor flowing from the Glands into the Inteſtines, 
and covers the Paſſages of the Chyle into 
its Channels: That theſe Evacuations make ve- 
ry uſeful Revulſions from the Head, in the moſt 
difficult Diſeaſes, and both Reciprocally from the 
Stomach and Bowels, when they are irritated by a 
large Flux of the Humours into them.

But is there more 
Prudence in ſuffering all the Medicines (which 
rightly applied will fave, but if unhappily, muſt 
deſtroy, at the ſtrength of the Patient can be 
overborn) to be put upon the Sick by every 
raſh and ignorant Pretender, but eſpecially by 
the Trade which vends them? There are three 
forts of Adviſers in Sickneſs at this time. The 
firſt are the Quacks, who are lately n to a 
prodigious increaſe, whoſe greateſt, if not only, 
deſign, is to make the Conſumption of large 
quantities of Medicines to every one, who thin 
or can be perſwaded to believe, he ſtands in need 
of them. They may be aptly compar'd to the 
Boys throwing their Farthings into an Hole at 
the bottom of a Wall. They gain conſiderably 
by all the many Farthings they can caſt into 
it. But the Quacks have the advantage of 
them. Every Medicine, which the Mouth 
can receive, and, in this Caſe, the ſuperfluity, 
which the Patient may. refuſe, is the reward of 
their trouble of coming to the Chamber. The 
ſecond ſort are the Adviſers, who ought to have 
no other motive to direct the Remedies, but the 
Cure of the Patient's Diſeaſe, whether they be- 
ſtow their Advice in Charity; or, as a Profeſ-

'The Duration of all mixt Bodies de- 
pends on the equal Balance and Harmony, or 
t of the Principles, which compound 
them. You need not be inform'd, What are 
the Aliments either more ſolid or fluid, which re- 
pair the Humours, and by them the conſiſtent 
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parts of the human Body. It may ſurprize you 
to hear it aſſerted, That the Air is the greateſt 
Nouriſher of all Animals, as well as Vegetables. 
The other Nouriſhments are taken at certain 
times, (and naturally in ſmall 1 this 
is every moment ſupplying the ſpirituous and 
moving Particles, and many others, which in- 
creaſe the Maſs of Blood, and the more ſolid 
Parts. That many Plants maintain their Ver- 
dure, and largely increaſe their Bulk by the Air 
alone, is a vulgar Obſervation. That Fiſky, and 
the Plants coverd with Water, cannot live with- 
out Air, is allow'd from unconteſted Experi- 
ments. You will not doubt, that it can afford 
Nouriſhment, when you conſider, That in the 
great Circulation of Matter, the largeſt part of 
all Bodies, while they live, and after Corruption; 
is by Evaporation convey'd into and mixt with 
the Air. The more. groſs and-heavy are re- 
turn'd to the Earth from whence they came. 
The Spirituous, the Watery Parts, the Oyly 
and Balſamick, and all the other Fluids are ſub- 
lim'd and laid up in that large and expanded 
Storehouſe. That we by Breathing receive every 
moment large quantities of this Air by the Lungs 
into the Blood, is infallible from the fudden 
change of the black Venal into the Scarlet Ar- 
terial Blood; and the Air is, ſeen paſſing into 
the Heart in the Diſſections of all Animals, the 
Coats of whofe Veins are tranſparent. Can you 
then doubt, That the full Draughts of Air every 
moment imbib d by the Lungs and Blood, do 
give to it the Spirits, the Oyly and many Earthy 


Parts, 
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Parts, to male a upp of the perpetual Ex- 
it 


pence and Waſting of it by the Pores ? You 
cannot fail to be convinc'd, that the Air fur- 
niſhes a great part of Nouriſhment, when you 
conſider, that it affects our Health and Life, 
if its Qualities alter it too much, after the ſame 
manner, as the other Aliments are known to do. 
Will the Meats of the hot or ſtronger Qualities, 
and the fermented burning vinous Liquors in- 
flame the Blood into a Fever, by the violent 
Commotions they impreſs on it, or by degrees 
evaporate its Spirits, and introduce Languors, 
Delpiritidneſs, or Conſumptions? In the fame 
manner the heat of the Air inflames into Calen- 
tures, or moves the conſuming Ebullitions in the 
ardent Climates. If the Cold and Watery Li- 
quors and Meats oppreſs and drown the Viral! 
Heat, and produce Cachexies and Dropſies, the 
Attendants on them: Theſe are the Effects of 
the moiſt and humid Regions, and of the rainy 
Seaſons in the hotter Countries. 'The Air moves 
with that force all the parts of Bodies diffoly'd, 
that it takes up all of them, which are not of 
the greateſt. weight and almoſt as ponderous as 
Earth. In Diſtillation, the Spirits of very many 
Badies can only be forc'd over into the Receiver 
with the moſt violent Fire. But even the ſub- 
ſtances,. or the whole mixt of Salt, Vitriol, 
Niter, Alum, the ſulphureous Concretes of Bi- 
tumens, are made to riſe into the Air, as well as 
the finer parts of the Aromatick and Scented 
Plants. Can you then wonder, That the Scur- 
yy and Catarrhs, andRheumatiſms and Scrophu- 
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phulous Swellings are the Effects of a Salt and 
vitiated Air, as the Salt Diet of long Voyages, 
or the frequent uſe of Salt and Sower Liquors ? 
The Airs corrupted or mixt with the ſtench of 
the ſlain putrefied Bodies after Battles, or by 
ſtagnating ſtinking Lakes are the Cauſes of 
malignant Fevers and Plagues ; as the uſe of 
putrid and unwholſome Diet in Famines, or in 
the many Diſhes of Luxury, not leſs corruptive 
to the Blood. Not only the Health, but the 
Humours and Complexions, and Genius have 
been uſually deriv'd from the different Soils of 
the Countries ; that is, from the various Tem- 

ratures and Mixtures of the Air, affected and 

Id with the Vapours from the Earth, which 
were receiv'd into the Body by the Lungs, as 
the greateſt and moſt conſtant Nouriſhment. 
For this reaſon, many Animals of the different 
Climates, either cannot live, or propagate their 
Species in an Air, which every moment forces 
ſo many Nutritive Parts into them, which by 
degrees alter and deprave their Conſtitutions, 
But, tho this uſe of Air muſt be own'd as moſt 
certain, yet the great Effects of its Elaſticity or 
Springyneſs, the Diſcovery of our incomparable 
Mr. Boyle, cannot be eafily comprehended. 
Life does immediately d on it. This vi- 
gorous Springy Motion agitates the parts of all 
the Fluids, and protrudes all the moveable mat- 
ter of all things. It moves the Oyly parts of 
all mflamable and combuſtible Bodies, which 
cannot burn without its aſſiſtance. None of 
the fermentable Liquors can move their parts 
2 AE * 
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without the mixture and concurrence of Air. 
It impels and compels to motion all the parts 
of the Blood, and, by 4A it ſelf with the 
more ſubtile Oyly parts, bricks the Spirits of 
all Animals. This important Truth can be 
now only hinted to you. That all the parts of 
Animals, (tho nouriſht with Vegetables, which 
afford no volatile Spirit or Salt, without Purre- 
faQion, in which the little Animals, the origine 
of thoſe Spirits and Salts are bred) abound with 
the volatile Spirits. But the Vegetables open'd 
by the Fire, and receiving the Air to join with 
their Acid ay Sul _— Principles unite into 
a Body, which is filld with very large/propor- 
tions o* thoſe volatile 8 t ej 
this reaſon, that the Chyle is brought ſo much 
out of the way, from the Receptacle through 
the Thorax, and pour'd out into the Subclavian 
Vein, that it may be convey'd into the right 
Ventricle of the Heart, and paſs inſtantly into 
the Lungs, to be mixt with the Air, without 
which the Chyle would: not afford a generous 
Milk, or be convertible by the Circulation into 
Blood, for the reparation of the Spirits, and the 
- nouriſhment of the ſolid Parts. One would 
think, when the Nouriſhment from the Air, and 
the other Aliments are proportion'd to the Con- 
ſtitutions of the various Kinds of Animals, 
(for they all differ in the Qualities of their 
Blood and the 'Tempers of their Spirits) that 
Health muſt continue uninterrupted, and main- 
tain the different Periods / of Life. But there 
urn F 4 c are 
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are two ſorts of Motion, and two ſorts of Reſt; 
neceſſary in different Degrees to all Animals, 
according to their different Species and their Spe- 
cifick mixtures, which diſtinguiſh them. Theſe 
are Waking and Sleep, and Action and Repoſe. 
Theſe are not abſolutely neceſſary, but ſubſidi- 
ary Aſſiſtants to preſerve the natural State of the 
Spirits and Blood, ſuitably to the Condition of all 
the Species. For many have no Sleep, and 
many have none or but little Animal Motion. 
Sleep, which is only the Quiet of the Animal 
Spirits which make the voluntary Motions, re- 
cruits their Force, and recovers their Temper ; 
but the Vital Motions, the Pulſe and Reſpiration 
are then perform'd more uniformly and ſteadily. 
The Heart beats more ſlowly,” but receives more 
Blood, and expels it by a cloſer Contraction in- 
to all the parts. The Breathing is more ſlow 
but more deep, the Lungs receive the Air to 
their * Extent and Capacity in every Inſpi- 
ration, has a large ſtock of the Nutritive and 
Elaſtick Parts, which paſs in a large Flood into 
the Blood and all the Parts of the Body. 
Waking gives a Tonick Motion and Exerciſe to 
all the Spirits. The Mind obliges them to 
be all in readineſs to act at her Command. 
They are preſſing forward into the Neryes and 
the Fibres of all the Muſcles. When the Spirits 
are made to urge forward in motion, from the 
Brain through the Nerves, the Muſcles are vi- 
Joe contraſted. Any Humour ſtagnating 
in the Nerves is inſtantly expell'd ; and all the 

1. . 0 3 Humour 
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Humours in the habit of the Muſcles forc'd a- 
way and diſlodg d. The motion of the Blood 
is made more rapid, its mixture perpetually agi- 
tated, and all the Coagulations of the parts are 
broken and. difloly'd, and more and more united 
to the finer parts of the Maſs. From it the re- 
fin'd ſtronger Spirits are ſupply'd to the Brain, 
and a more active and | apy 36 Menſtruum 
diſtils from all the Glands to digeſt and diſſolve 
the Food, and make the laſt and conſummate 
Elaboration of the Chyle. This is ſucceeded 
by the Calm of Repoſe, like the returns of the 
Seaſons of the Year. The Blood would Boil 
into a Fever. The Spirits would be ſoon wa- 
ſted, and the Fibres of all the parts would be 
ſtrain d and broken, if not unbent by this Ceſ- 
fation from conſtant Motion. | 
Becauſe the Nutritive parts of the Air and 
Aliments cannot be in every part converted and 
transform'd into the Body to be nouriſh'd: but 
there will be, as of Metals extracted by the 
Fire from their Oars, droſs and recrements to be 
'caſt off, There are ſeveral ways by which they 
are rejected, the more groſs by the Bowels, the 
Waters and Salt by the paſſages of Urine, and 
the Vapours by the Pores. This Droſs or Re- 
crements of the Nouriſhments, if detain'd, will 
vitiate and deprave the genuine natural mixture 
of all che Humours, eſpecially if their Quali- 
ties, not ſubdued by Concoction, ſhall act wich 
violence, inſtead of being united with them. 
As there are Aliments from. Vegetables, which 
75 are 
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are ſurfeiting and poiſonous, at leaſt to the more 
feeble Conſtitutions, the Air is often fill'd with 
Vapours ſuddenly deſtructive to Life. As it 
poyſons Plants by ſudden Blaſts, and not only 
deſtroys the Leaves and Fruits, but the Life- of 
the whole; it does ſometimes blaſt and kill the 
Spirits, and corrupt the mixture of the Blood 
in malignant and peſtilential Fevers. The Air 
abounding with Salts, and acid or acrid Parti- 
cles, or a Mixture of them ſhall colliquate the 
Blood, make the ſudden violent Defluxions and 
Catarrhs, being receiv'd by every Inſpiration in- 
to the Lungs. This is falſly, tho? vulgarly aſ- 
fign'd to the ſtopping of the Pores, which are 
then open to the profuſeſt Sweats. This Poi- 
ſon of the Air, and the Colliquations of the 
Blood by it ſhall be powerfully oppos d and 
expell'd, if the Spirits and the Blood ve been 
made from the other moſt wholeſome Foods, and 
they are not corrupted and weakned by the im- 
pure parts of the beſt Food paſſing undiſſolv d 
and uncorrected by the vitious Digeſtion. 
Therefore in all Ages it has been obſervd and 
allow'd, that all the various Diſtempers, which 
diſturb and deſtroy Life, are caus'd, or made 
more difficult and dangerous by the hurtful. 
quantities or qualities of Nouriſhment. The 

Plants are deſtroy'd, it remov'd to a Climate, 
whoſe Air and the Juices of the Earth are diſ- 
agreeable to their mixture. The Spicy Herbs 
ſhall wither and decay in a Cold Air and Wa- 
tery Soil. The Succulent of the Northern _ 
mw * 
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will not bear the richer Mould and the warmey 
Sun. The Diſeaſes of the Vegetables are cur'd 
by the temperature of the Air contrary to and 
corrective of them, The Plants ſcorch'd and 
parch'd by violent Heats are recover'd of their 
Fevers and y by the moiſture of the 
Night, and the Water of Rain: the Drooping 
and Dropſical are raisd and made to bold up 
their Heads by the warmth of the Sun. The 
Winds give them exerciſe to force a freer Circu- 
lation ks their Juices im their Veſſels. As all the 
Vegetables receive their Nouriſhment by the 
Elaſticity of the Air, or the Preſſure forcing 
the Liquors impregnated with the richneſs of the 
Earth into the Fibres of their Roots, and the 
Alimentary Parts of the Air into their Pores : 
All the Animated are forc'd by Thirſt and Hun- 
ger to repair themſelves with the other more li- 
quid and more ſolid Foods. When the Watery 
Parts of the Blood are ſpent, the Fibres of the 
Tongue and Pharynx are ſenſibly diſturb'd by 
the Circulation of the Blood, then not ſufficient- 
ly diluted ; and by the Saliva become more eager 
and irritative, which makes the Sence of Thirſt. 
That of Hunger is made by the perception of 
the Fibres of the Stomach vellicated by the 
Salt and Volatile and fretted parts of the Blood, 
acting on it with greater violence, when the 
Oyly and Balſamick Parts are expended in Nu- 
trition, or ſooner Exhauſted by Labour and Ex- 
erciſe. The healthy natural State is preſerv'd, 
when theſe Defects are ſupplied by the moſt wor 
near ih | ple 
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* ple and agreeable Drinks and Food. And of theſe 
1 the moſt vigorous Spirits and the richeſt Blood 
are form'd by the natural Powers (not ſubverted 
j dy Lurury) acting undiſturb'd with their utmoſt 
force, by which they are in the Stomach diſ- 
ſolv'd into Chyle, that is elaborated into Blood, 

from which the Spirits are made. This Artifice 

is equal to the preparation of the ardent vinous 
Spirits from the almoſt inſipid Grains, They 
are firſt open'd by Infuſion, and the latent Oyly 
Parts are enlargd and expanded to give a Bal- 
famick Sweet Taſte: The ſucceeding Fermen- 
tation gives them a farther Separation, to be 
diſtilld into the Cordial Vinous Spirits. The 
Animal Spirits generated from the more ſimple 
Nutriments are the moſt ſteady, permanent and 
active.

But the moſt learned and accurate Sax- 
Horius, firſt experimented in various Subjects 
many years together, that this Evacuation ſur- 
paſſes all the other regular Secretions. And that 
moſt uſeful Obſervation is owing to him, that as the 
Blood is always rejecting the turbulent Vapours, 
and chiefly during Sleep in a greater proportion, 
it does in every month in both Sexes attempt of 
execute a more ſolemn Depuration of it ſelf, 
either at one time, or by divided and repeated 
Efforts. This has not yet been, by any Writer, 
apply'd to give the Reaſon, and detect the moſt 
natural and moſt rational Cures of the Periodical 
Diſeaſes in both Sexes. From this Cauſe only 
the Periodical Headachs and Convulſions, as 

as the larger Depletions of the Humours are to 
be derived. Tho' in theſe Nature is often from 
various Accidents - irregularly regular, as the 
Jides come in ſooner or later, as the Winds 
force the Water from''the Sea, or the Freſhes 
above oppoſe their Current. There remains one 
extraordinary Secretion, which in great quanti- 
ties diſmiſſes the ſerous, and pituitous Parts of 
the Blood, and with it large proportions of the 
acid and ſoure Parts, as well as the Humours 
obſtructing the Neryves: by a Plyatiſm from the 


Salivary 
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Salivary Glands, and conſonant to it the frequent 
Expectorations from the Lungs, by both which, 
as by a Salvation rais'd by Mercury, the Blood 
and the Nerves are depurated ft their Di- 
ſeaſes. You will not therefore doubt, That Di- 
ſtempers can beſubdued by all the found Humours 
moving to expel them, when there are ſo many 
Conduits and Paſlages ready and open to re- 
ceive and reject them. The Blood and the 
Nervous Juice ean recover their mixture and' 
Crafis after the ſame manner, as Water is known 
in long Voyages to corrupt and afterwards to purge 
it ſelf to © pureneſs of its taſte, a. the 
brightneſs of its colour. The Wines, and all 
other fermented Liquors do out-live many Diſ- 
eaſes, after having rous'd their Spirits to oppoſe 
the acid and feculent Parts, which were moving 
to deſtroy them. They are ejected, as by the 
Pores, when the Veſſel is open for their paſſage, 
the others are depreſt and fall together to the 
bottom in the Lee, But this. may be farther 
demonſtrated to you in the moſt grievous Dil- 
orders, by which Health and Life can be inva- 
ded. © The Apoplectick Fit very often paſſes off 
naturally, without any further. impreſſion, into a 
Palſie of the Limbs, by the ſtrength of the Spi- 
its protruding the matter from the Brain Into 
them. Many Lethargies go off, as the Naturgl 
daily Sleep, by the Spirits raiſing their own acti- 
vity and vivacity. Thie Epileptick Paroxyſms ſeize 
with great violence, but end of themſelves by 
the natural Strength, before any Remedy * 
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be brought. The Hyſterical Affectionz, which 
appear little different from Death, ceaſe, upon 
the Reviviſcence of the natural Flame. The 
Convulſions are calm d, when the turbulent 
Spirits have ſpent their fury: The Storm abates, 
and a Calm ſucceeds. If there are after them 
any Cammotions of the Humaurs, tis only, as 

after a ſudden and repell'd Invaſſon, to fortifie 
all the Frontiers more og ah for prevention. 
The. Catarrhs ſpend themſelves, as the Floods of 
Rivers, when the Humour has flow'd ſome days. 
Vomitings cure the Diſorders of the — 
and Looſeneſſes remove the Obſtructions and 
the Colicks of the Bowels. There is not one of 
the many kinds of Fevers, which is not cur'd by 
Nature 1 ! ſelf. The Inflammations of the Pleu- 

riſie and Peripneumonie abate, when the puru- 
lent matter has been ripen'd, made foft, and 
prepar'd for alla uh. wng The continual _ e- 

vers, when 8 are expell d by the dif- 
ferent ways peculiar to the Condition, the Qua- 
lities and Quantities of the then peceant Humours, 
by a Criſs, in one Kind of them by Sweats, 
in another by the Bowels, or by Urine, or by 
ExpeRoration, or Spitting, and theſe regularly 
mov d in a ſhorter or longer ſpace of Tire, 
which has been regarded in all Ages wich the 
greateſt Attention by Phyſicians, who chiefly in- 
tended the pines of their Patients.

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| are many Phyſicians and Quacks, 
who denounce Malignits, and the greateſt Dan- 
err {light and caſie Diſorders, with 
deſign of putting off many Doſes of Me- 
dicines, and to magnifie' the greatneſs of the 
Cure, as you have heard frequent Inſtances of 
the  execrable Villany of our Profeflion, when, 
being conſulted with, after the former Phyſician 
had brought the Diſeaſe to a fafe. Criſis, they 
have allum'd the Miracle to themſelves, and impi- 
ouſly denounc d, That, but for Them, the Patient 
mult have been Buried in two dr three days. 
If you will fatther allow, which is moſt certain, 
That, as Providence raiſes Winds to prevent and 
cure the Putrefaction of the Nutritive Parts of 
the Air and the Sea, on the very fame defign 
Nature excites the Commotions of its . 
on purpoſe to prevent greater and more difficult 
i by a timely on fion of them, and 
conſequently a more perfect Depuration of the 
Blood and the Viſcera. All the Symptoms, com- 
d with otie the other, plainly demonſtrate, 
i has, inſtead of Danger, Health and Life ate 
made more ſecure: Can you then meaſure the 
Ignorance and Inhumanity of the Phyſicians and 
Quacks, who ſeize on theſe opportunities to un- 
load themſelves, and load the Patient with mul- 
titudes of Metlicines, tho, the natural Tenden- 
cies being ruffle and diverted by them, the Diſ- 
caſe will be made more vehement and fatal. 
For it is moſt certain, That the common and 
br; 8 4 
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diſregarded Diſeaſes may become pernicious, if 
the Knaviſh tampering of the Phyſicians and 
Quacks irritate. and detain. the morbid Efferye- 
ſcence. The Catarrhs may be exaſperated or 
fixt, and corrode the Lungs of the more feeble 
Conſtitutions into an irreparable Conſumption. 
The Blood by the. Brandy-Cordials may: be 
heated into an Hectick or malignant Fever. 
The Vomitings or Looſeneſſes fuddenly ſtopt by 
an Aſtringent or Opiate, may force back the ſe- 
parated matter (made ſharper and koener as by 
Diſtillation) into the Blood, the Brain, and the 
Nerves, which will act irs 'Fragedies in them to 
the maſt deplorable Events. If Nature acts 
its part with Strength and Vigour, and purſues 
the right Methods to reject the morbid matter; 
the Phyſician remarks its perſeverance in procu. 
ring its own preſervation ;- as the Gardener, 
when the Sun-ſhine and Rain ſucceed one the 
other, ſees with Pleaſure the Vegetable Powers 
putting forth the Leaves - and Flowers, and 
Fruits. The Vintner, after taſting and viewing 
the generous Wine, determines, That its Emot 
tions will terminate in its Depuration: that it 
wants not any thing to diſturb it, while the 
active Spirit of the rich Wine, is, liks a Mo- 
narch, compelling the Seditious parts to evapo- 
rate and ſublide in the Lee. But the Obſerva- 
tions of all Ages inform you, That Nature it 
elf calls out for the help and afliſtance of the 
Art of Phyſick, when the Natural Powers want 
to be directed, or ſupporied, or made more ſe-· 
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date, when they act with too much violence. 
This cannot want any fort of Evidence, ſince, 
by Inſtinct, and our Native Impreſſions, - we de- 
mand Advice and Relief in all Diſtempers. If 
the Blood is inflam'd in a Fever, you importune 
the Cooling acidulate Liquors, which quench or 
allay the flame. If à Bleeding is naturally at- 
tempted, and the firmneſs of the Fibres, or the 
thickneſs of the Blood hinders the Stream breał- 
ing out, Art then interpoſes, and, by the Lancet, 
draws off the proportion neceſſary to be caſt off. 
On-the other ſide, The Natural Bleeding may 
be made in à part which cannot bear it, without 
being at preſent torn, and afterward inflam'd 
and ulcer'd, it 'may flow to too large a quanti- 
ty, and endanger Life, by the ſudden loſs of the 
Blood and Spirits, The Stomach may be over- 
loaded, and not able to reject the corrupted Hu- 
mours : the Vomiting Medicines are then ne- 
ceſſary. The Natural Vomits may proceed to 
a Diſeaſe, and require to be ſtopt or moderated. 
The Bowels want in the like Caſes the Parallel 
aſſiſtances of many Remedies: When the Natural 
Agents are enfeebled by Diſeaſes, from a long 
Courſe of Intemperance, or the ſudden ſurprizes 
of an enivenonrd Air in malignant and peſtilen- 
tial Fevers; the Applications of Medicines by 
the Art of Phyſick are then crav'd by the Pa- 
tient and all the Spectators: the generous RE 
medies, experienc'd and approv'd in all Ages, 
are given, and infuſe 'a new Life to the Heart, 
and the- ciceukting Liquor, and from thence - 
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moves ineo the Head and Nerves, and all the

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tural Law, which bas decreed, That Life ſhall 
be deſtroy'd by Aliments and Medicaments, 
which are contrary to the mixtures of the Hu- 
mours ; and preſerv d by them, when they ſup- 
port its Craſis, and the Vital and: Animal Mo- 
tions. The Proficient in that learned Profeſſion, 
muſt learn the Languages, in which the Terms 
and Maxims of it are delivered, muſt proceed 
to the Study of the Tenures and Inſtitutes, muſt 
attend the Courts, and obſerve the Decrees and 
Judgments given in the various Caſes, and re- 
mark the Reaſons alledg d, why the Caſe is al 
low'd to be Conformable, or diſcover d to be 
Diſſonant from the old or lately enacted Laws. 
In Phyſick, the Languages are neceſſary, in 
which the Art is treated. The Affections of 
the Natural State mult be known, to diſtinguiſh, 
how it is affected in Diſeaſes. The Obierva- 
tions made of both by the Writers of all Ages 
mult be conſider d. The Alterations of the Air 
Reſt, and of the Aliments acting on the diffc- 
rent Conſtitutians with great force by their qua- 
lities or quantities, and the Inſtruments. to re- 
leive, and their Preparations, muſt be learn'd 
from all the Authors, who have writ on thoſe 
Subjects. In the laſt Age, the Art was ſtudied 
and practia d in a manner very diflerent from 
the preſent Mode. After the acquittion. of the 
Greek and Latin Languages, in which the Art 
is deliver d, and without which the Terms in the 
Engliſh Tranſlations of Phyſick and Philoſophy

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are not to be underſtoad : The Phyſician was 
| obligd to inform himſelf of all the Philoſophy: 
relating to his Profeſſion 3 and becauſe the Hu- 
man Body is affected by the Air, and all Things 
-us'd for Nouriſhmerit or Medicine, the Parts of 
all Natural Philoſophy have a very near or re- 
mote Relation to it. The Places and Figures, 
and Actions and Uſes, and Sympathies of all 
the Parts of the Body, are to be learn d by fre- 
quent Diſſections of Human Bodies, and far- 
ther illuſtrated and demonſtrated by the compa- 
rative Anatomy of Animals. He then proeceds 
to know, how many ways they become preter- 
naturally affected; what Corruptions and Alte- 
rations the Fluids, (the Spirits, the Blood and 
excreted Humours) as well as the conſiſtent 
Parts, are ſubject to, and what are the imme- 
digte or remote Cauſes of theſe ſudden or ſlow 
_— of Diſeaſes. e muſt inform him- 
elf of the proper and diſtinguiſhing ſigns of 
latent Diſealts, and determine the adequate In- 
dications or Directions for their Cure. He 
muſt read many Volumes of Obſervations on 
the almoſt innumerable. Diſeaſes, and their Dif- 
ferences under thoſe Heads with reſpect to'the 
different Conſtitutions, to detect the regular or 
irregular motions of the Humobrs to the happy 
or fatal Event. The Study of all the Inſtruments 
of Cure requires an equal Application, to know, 
how the Patient may be affected with the Air, 
Aliments, Motion or Reſt, beſides the more ob- 
ſerved, which evacuate by Vomiting, Purging,

Sweating, by Urine, or Salivation, or the potem 
7 and both from Plants, Animals, 
and Minerals, and in what manner and form 
they ought to be variouſly prepared with reſpect 
to ſo many Diſeaſes diverſihed in the different 
Ages, manners of Living, and Conſtitutions of 
the Sick. Hippocrates, and Digſcorides, and Galen, 
the moſt e Philoſophers, and moſt ele- 
nt Writers of all Ages, were perfectly conſi- 
gerd ; whoſe Obſervations of the various Cir- 
cumſtances of the Human Body in Health, and 
the innumerable Variations of it, when afflicted 
with Diſeaſes, how many ways it attempts its 
own Relief and Preſervation, and by what ſen- 
ſible and known Qualities all the Aliments and 
Medicines: can affect and alter it, remain at this 
time undiſputed and confeſs d. What Super- 
ſtructures have been ſince made are found in the 
learned Writings of the moſt eminent Phyſicians 
of the later Centuries, when Learning began to 
revive, after the Devaſtatious and Confuſions of 
War had almoſt extinguiſh'd it.

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The Doctor of Wine preſerves the ſtronger 
Conſtitutions of his Wines, and prevents and 
cures their Diſeaſes: If he obſerves the Diſeaſe 
too powerful to be oppos d by his Remedies, 
he orders it to be buried by the quickeſt Draught 
in the Stomachs of the Cuſtomers, and is ac- 
quitted by his Vintner. No Art can perpetuate 
its Subject beyond the Natural Capacity of its 
Mixture. Surgery ſuppoſes the Natural Powers 
acting with, and aſſiſting the Effects of its Ap- 
— * Therefore the late Writer, as a 
Maſter of the Ceremonies between the two Pro- 
feſſions, mifplac'd Surgery on the right hand of 
Phyſick, as the more certain and leſs conjectural. 
But the Ulcers, Gangrenes, rotten Bones, the 
deeper Wounds are equally incurable with the 
violent inward Diſeaſes: Beſides the Diſtempers 
of the Head, Breaſt, Bowels, are more nume- 
rous, and more often afflict Mankind, are more 
* and intricate, with greater varieties of 
ymptoms, and therefore more difficult to be 
truly diſcern d, and thoſe varied by the Con- 
ſents of other Parts, which may make no ſimall 
diſtinction between this and the other Art. 
And the Gentleman may reflect, That the Fa- 
vour of the College allowing two of their Mem- 
bers to entertain the Society with learned and 
inſtructive Diſcourſes of the Anatomy, and the 
uſes of the Parts, has raid not the leaſt part 
of the Reputation and Improvement of that uſe- 
ful Art at this time; which obligation remains 
in force, till any two of that.

But to draw theſe Lines as from a Circle to 
the Center of your Intereſt and Preſervation, 
you muſt, which has been often ſuggeſted to 
you, go back to the Methods practis d in the 
former and wiſer Ages. You will not be aſham'd 
to Copy after their Originals, and imitate the 
Dravghts they have left you- It is uſual in 
other Affairs to order the old Papers and Re- 
cords to be inſpected, and former Precedents to 
be conſulted: A plain and open Confeſſion, 
that they had then a clearer Diſcerament, and 
made more cool and deliberate Reflections, and 
were then leſs byaſs'd by private Intereſts, or by 
Parties, or were not ſeduc'd andenſnar'd by the 
common Cuſtoms and Modes. The Scheme or 
Out-lines above preſented to your view of the 
Education and learned Apprenticeſhip of the 
Phyſicians, who had the general Inſtructions of 
the whole Art, and the particular Directions and 
Cautions in every Diſeas'd Patient, may appear 
old and defac'd with Time; but you will ob- 
ſerve, that the Figureis regular and proportion'd, 
and artfully and elaborately deſign'd, as one of 
the old Greek Statues, or Pillars, or Fabricks. 
A College of Phyſicians was erected and con- 
hrm'd by Acts of Parliament in the Reign of 
K. Henry VII. one of the Princes, the great 
Encouragers of Learning in that Age, when it 
began again to revive, to -recover its Colour, 
its Beauty and Strength. There is only 2 

5 ut 
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but that a great and weighty Reaſon, aſſigu'd, 
That the Publick muſt — Keurd and . 
from the Practiſers, who being conſcious to 
themſelves of having no Skill or Abilities to re- 
lieve the Sick, impoſe on the rude and credu- 
lous People their Remedies only for Gain. The 
Cenſors are appointed to Examine, and Approve, 
or Reject, as the publick Standards of the 
Weights and Meaſures, aſcertain the Quantity, 
or the Eſſays, or the Officers, determine the 
Goodneſs of the Wares of common Uſe. This 
is now the Uſage in all the Cities of Europe; 
who appoint their Phyſicians to examine and 
recommend to them the moſt: Eminent, tho 
lately Profeſſors in other Univerſities. The Pre- 
ſident and Elects have by this Act, the Power 
veſted in them, parallel to the two Univerſities, 
to examine and approve the Extra- Licenciates 
to practiſe in any part of the Kingdom, exclu- 
ſive to all others. They are requir d to puniſſt 
Mala Praxis, or the Enormous Errours a Neg- N 
lects of the Patient, by a limitted Fine. They 
have Power to make Statutes to oblige their 
Members to be preſent at the Lectures and Ana- 
tomies. They have Moral Starutes, which direct 
their Members to the moſt faithful regard of the 
Health and Liſe of the Sick, and the Support of 
the Reputation of the Collegiates. You cannot 
invent any other By-Laws they will make to 
any other purpoſe, except thoſe common wit 
them to all other Corporations. In the above 
recited Treatiſe, you may obſerve, That ths 
158 Eo K 2 College 
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College complains of ſeveral of their Members 
of no Honour or Conſcience, who oppoſe their 
Deſign of preſerving the Publick from the op- 
preſſive Prices of Medicines, and the deſtructive 
Quantities preſcrib'd to make the great Profit by 
them, injurious, to the Recovery and Preſerva- 
tion of the Diſeas d, that they may Merit and 
Deſerve the favour of, and preſent, and future 
Preferment from rhe Apothecaries for that Ser- 
vice. The Judge in Controverſies has been of- 
ten very earneſtly contended for in other Af- 
fairs: You may, till one ſhall be choſen for this 
particular Concern, think your own Intereſt 
will ovlige you to interpoſe and judge for your 
ſelf, and the preſervation of every one you 
think worth your Care to reſcue from the moſt 
imminent Dangers he ſhall be expos'd to in 
every Diſeaſe. Can you prevail on your ſelf to 
form any one Imagination or Reflection, that 
the Society can preſume to contrive any Statute, 
which ſhall oppoſe the Deſign of their Inſtitu- 
tion of preventing the Publick being impos'don 
by Empiricks, or their own Members debaucht 
by them to Countenance and Support them? 
Can you perſwade your ſelf to dene, That 
any part of them ſhall form a 1 to 
themſelves, excluſive to their other 85 
of greater Juſtice and Integrity to the Patients, 
or of Reſpect, and Honeſty and good 
Manners to one the other? Will you fear, that 
any Lectures will be read in the Theater of the 
College, by which the Members ſhal be _ 
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les Skillful in the Knowledge of Diſeaſes, and 
the beſt Preparations of Medicines ? When you 
hear any othea Phyſicians of the College valu- 
| ing themſelves, that they never appear at their 
Meetings, becauſe no Diſcourſes or Speeches, or 
Anatomies, can poſſibly give them any Improve- 
ments of Underſtanding, becauſe they are wiſer 
than all the Society, and are of themſelves the 
moſt ſolid Conſultation, ' which can be had: 
Will you not think it reaſonable, that They ſhould 
be commanded to come to the College, to im- 
prove all the other Members in the Knowledge 
of Diſeaſes, and their Cures, becauſe They alone 
cannot attend the hundredth part of the now 
moſt unfortunate Diſeas d? When others de- 
clare, its moſt irkſome to give ones Faith to the 

Obſervation of the Moral Statutes, which ob- 
lige them not to cheat and deſtroy the Patients: 
Will you not think it becomes you to enquire, 
which are the Parties, who are contending for, 
and againſt, the taking thoſe Sovereign Antidotes, 
or Preſcriptions, which are good in all the ſorts 
of Diſtempers? When the Our-liers tell their 
wiſe and judicious Companions, That they are 
above keeping Coopany with the Collegiates, 
and that they ſhall undervalue themſelves to be 
examin d three times in Philoſophy, the Natures 
of Diſeaſes, and the Uſes of Medicines : ** Will 
you not ſuſpect, That theſe Gentlemen, who 
are jealous and fearful to leſſen their Figure, are 
afraid they ſhall offend another more dreaded and 
powerful Socicty, than the College, or the 
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Laws, which erected it? They are receivd by 
the Preſident and Cenſors with the greateſt Re- 
gard to the Univerſities, where themſelves had 


Had their Education and Degrees. Their Abj- 


lities and Proficiency are by them reported at the 
moſt ſolemn Meetings, and communicated thence 
to the moſt publick Notice and Obſervation. 
There muſt be ſome Stamp or Signature to di- 
ſtinguiſh their Merit, and they muſt, as in all 
Cities, enter into one or other Tribe and Cor- 
poration. They muſt either apply to the heated 
and intoxicated. Meetings, and magnifie them- 
ſelves to the moſt elevated heighth, and decry 


all the other Phyſicians, who either now are, or 


ſhall be in the City or Kingdom, that they ne- 


ver Cur'd thoſe Diſeaſes, which they, with only 
looking an them, or ſending them out of their 


ſight, will leave to be paſt off of themſelves ; 
or they muſt ſubmit themſelves to the Apothe- 
caries Hall, or the Cenſors of that Society in any 
part of the Town, who will only demand of 
them a direct Anſwer to two or three obvious 
Enquirjes. If they are prepar'd to give up tq 
them their own Intereſt, and of the Univerſity» 


Phyſicians, who now are or ſhall be educated there, 


if they will confirm the Title in common to 
them both, but allow them the firſt Place in all 
the Diſeaſes, which now. do or can hereafter 
afflict Mankind. If you eſpouſe thaꝛ Part which 
erected the Diſpenſary, to preſerve the Sick Poor 
from Oppreſſion and Ruin, by 0 Exorbitant 
Pri d th belt chap Medicine and from 
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the Quantities thrown into them only for the 
purpoſe of great Gain, you will come in, as a 
Partner, with them in this moſt generous univer- 
al Charity. You will, if a Magiſtrate, be 
ſoon diſtinguiſh'd and regarded by the People, 
who will in the Streets give you the Wall and 
the Hat, and the moſt particular Obſervation 
and Reſpect, with a tacit or declar d Applauſe 
of your Concern for their Welfare, as well as 
your own. 'They will conclude from this In- 
ſtance, That you inform your ſelf of the pub- 
lick Affairs, and are diſpos d to promote the 
common Good upon other Occaſions. Your 
own Intereſt, as well as your Reputation from 
the general Opinion of your Wiſdom, will 
prompt you to it. Tis faid truly in Philoſo- 
phy, Natura nihil agit fruſtra, That Nature has 
great Reaſons for every little Thing it does. 
Can you give one, Why you pay ten times the 
Prices for the Remedies you take, and know 
you can purchaſe at the Wholeſale Shop, or your 
own Apothecary, if you demand the uſual Rate 
for any known Compoſition with preſent Pay- 
ment ? You. may Anſwer, Thar it's come into 
Cuſtom, and the common Uſage, not to be ſo- 
licitous what one pays for Phyſick. One may 
repine at the Fees for Advice, but never diſpute... 
or think of the Expence of the things, or the - 
numbers it Orders. That one ma y bear the 

heavy Rates of all the little and light Doſes, 

becauſe at other times one may have Advice 

with them from the Apothecary for Nothing. 
9 0 K 4 We 
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We muſt importune you in this Article, not on- 
ly to preſerve your Money, when you pay fo 
much of it for Advice for Nothing; but con- 
ſider the Reputation of your poor Country, 
which ſuffers N upon this Account in 
the Opinions of all the Foreigners of all Kinds, 
as well as the Phyſicians, Who have in their 
Writings expos d it. It appears to them as a 
fign of a latent Phrenſie and Confuſion of the 
Spirits, or Dulneſs and Weakneſs of their Motion, 
an Inability of Thinking, a ſort of Idiotiſm 
from the Air or Diet of the Iſland, to believe 
they have Advice and Attendance given them, 
when they take off the many Remedies every 
hour of the day, in little Parcels contriv'd to 
make great Sums, becauſe there is no Payment 
attending the uſe of them. The Law has given 
power to the Juſtices to reſtrain the Increaſe of 
the publick Houſes on the Roads, that the Peo- 
le may not have a too eaſie acceſs to a Liquor, 
which nouriſhes as well as chears the Spirits. 
Medicines require a more nice and render Care 
to prevent the great Plenty, which are the great- 
eſt Enemies to Health and Life, if exceeding in 
Quantity, or miſapply'd in any Doſe, when the 
deluded Patient believes he has the Application 
| of them to his Diſorders for nothing. Tis true, 
Trade muſt have ks Liberty and Freedom to 
'exert it ſelf; it muſt be cautiouſly handled and 
warily directed ; it's apt to fly away, if diſturb'd. 
But the Trade, which reſpects Health and Lite, 
is very diffetent from all the reſt. The 8 
- + 2 
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bited and reſtrain'd Expence, as by a ſumptu 
Law, will preſerve and protect every r of 
the Community of all the Ranks and Conditions, 
from the moſt imminent and terrible Dangers in 
Sickneſs. You will ſurvive the extrava 
Uſe of every Thing elſe, all the Inciremients of 
Vanity and Luxury, made at home, or import- 
ed from abroad: If you Surfeit at one time 
with too many of them, you may recover your 
Strength by the future Abſtinence from them, 
and ſeaſonable Faſtings . and Forbearances of 
their Uſe. But the great abundance of the 
Remedies will make the eaſie Diſeaſes dangerous 
and difficult, and all of this fort fatal; it your 
Conſtitution is not able to ſtruggle with two 
Enemies at once. The Examples of many de- 
ſtroy d by them, will not, as the Executions for 
publick Crimes, deter us from expoſing our 
ſelves to the fame Dangers, when the Fallacy 
of having them adminiſtred without a Fee, ſhall 
prevent all the uſe of Reaſon, and Caution, and 
Circumſpection. How great the prevalence of 
this Infatuation is, you will diſcover, when you 
reflect, that no numbers of Deaths, or Mur- 
thers in any Families, can divert them from ſend- 
ing for that Advice and Attendance in the Inva- 
ſion of the next Diſeaſe. When the Child falls 
Sick, the Nurſes and Maid-Servants call out for 
the next Help, ſend for the Apothecary, or his 
Partner, or Prentice, to undertake the Cure, 
becauſe there is no other Trouble but receiving 
and giving all the Remedies, which are brought 


in. 
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in. They are taken before the Diſeaſe is known 
or diſtinguiſh'd: Nature has no time given it in 
the Intervals of taking the hot Remedies of the 
inflaming Boles and Juleps to explain it ſelf, and 
declare how it wants to be reliev'd : It at laſt 
yields to the violence of its Inflammation, and 
the Burning Cordials, and a Phyſician is ſent 
for to direct the laſt Cordials. Tis obvious to 
imagine, That the deadly Symptoms will come 
on and follow preſently after them. All the Fa- 
' milies are Evidences againſt him and his Cor- 
dials. But they at the ſame time confeſs the 
guilt of the Murther of the Patient, by the 
rcd and diſturb'd Pleadings in Mitigation of 
the Crime, and to palliate the loſs of that life. 
They freely grant and ſign their own and the 
Apothecaries Pardon. Tis the univerſal Pra- 
ctice, or the fatal Neceſſity, or the Phyſician 
muſt bear all the Imputations of the unfortunate 
Accident. Why does he not ſave and preſerve 
every Diſeas'd he is at any time call'd in to ? 
The Governments abroad, of all the different 
Kinds, have agreed in this care of their Sub- 
jects, to deny them the liberty to deſtroy them- 
ſelves by the exceſs of Remedies. They have 
appointed them to be prepar'd and ſold by the 
Apothecary carefully attending the Compoſition, 
and every delivery of the directed Quantities. 
The People are requir'd to take the Advice of 
their Uſe from their own Experience, the Coun- 
ſel of a Friend, or the Profeſſion, which has no 
Intereſt, but the Recovery of the Sick, from 


Medi 
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Medicines proportion'd to the Circumſtances of 
the Diſeaſe, _ H then theſe Governments require 
the Advice of a Phyſician to every Subject, in 
the Diſeaſes above the Domeſtick unſuſpected 
Treatment, What Phyſicians do you think are 
provided by the Governments, who are ſoli- 
citous to prevent their Subjects from. being 
cheated and artificially Murthered ? They are 
Educated in their Univerſities, are Agency In- 
ſtructed by their Profeſſors and Patrons, in the 
Knowledge of Diſeaſes and Medicines, they are 
allow d 0 publick Examination in the reſpe- 
ctive Cities. Their Ability, Induſtry, Succeſs, 
(firſt diſcover'd in the Cures of the meaner Pa- 
tients, and the more eaſie Diſorders) recommend 
them to the Governors, or little Monarchs of 
the private Families, who think it imports them 
in many reſpects to prevent the ſudden exhauſt- 
ing of their Treaſure, and to ſecure every Sub- 
ject, in that little Epitome of a Kingdom, from 
being oppreſs d and deſtroy d. If your Country- 
men appear ridiculous to all the Foreigners in 
their Fools Paradice, of having great Plenty and 
Varieties of Medicines, and of Viſits and At- 
tendance beſtow'd upon them, and thinking 
themſelves very cunning, while they are treated 
gratis with the Particulars, to be almoſt undone 
by the Sum Total: The preſent Mode of the 
Examinations and Approbations of the Phyſici- 
ans, and the Letters Patents granted to oblige 
all the Qualities to receive them in the more ſo- 
bu manner, wi appear; uniform toy, dr very 
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kttle different from it. The i Com- 
mittees of the Gentlemen of Wit and Pleaſure, 


while they live apace, and put their Life upon the 
fierceſt Carcer to reach the end of its Courſe, 
cannot comprehend, that any Life can be pre- 
ſerv'd or prolong'd, but by a Member of their 
Society. The little Novices, who had not ac- 
quir'd the juſt Knowledge of one Diſtemper or 


Medicine, are ſent into the Houſes of the great- 


eſt Quality on one ſide: The ſly Pretenders to 
Sanctity, and the open Inſulters of all pretence 
to it, are convey'd by them into the other. 
Their Judgment and Choice muſt be receiy'd as 
Infallible, there muſt be no Heſitation or Debate, 
whether their Learning and Experience do equal 
the leaſt part of the inſolent Aſſurances, that 
there never were any to be compar'd with them. 
The nauſcous ſenceleſs Poetry, which can bear 
only one Impreſſion, is by theſe hair-brain'd 
People cry'd up above the divine and immortal 
Lines of Virgil. All of them ſurpaſs in their 
conce'ts, Hippocrates, Galen, Crato, and Bates, 
and Gliſſon. They pretended only to Method, 
and Reaſon, and Obſervation, and the pro 


' Remedies to this and the other Diſeaſe and 8 


lexion ; Ours have but 8 or 10, but they are 
randy Juleps, and Diaphoretick Boles, which 
will fire off the Diſorders in a little time, and 
make quick work and diſpatch with the Diſeaſe. 
But theſe Searchers, and Diſcoverers, and Re- 


porters of the Accompliſhments of the 
hyficians their Companions, may perceive their 
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Prerogative often limitted and reſtrain'd by the 
Under Officers, the potent Governours of all 
the Provinces of Sickneſs. They may raiſe one 
or two (if they joyn in Conſort to be heard in 
all Parts of the Town): the others ſhall be ſoon- 
er fais d from nothing, and held up much longer 
by the indearing induſtrious Adviſers and Viſiters 
without a preſent Reward. They prefer into 
their Service, and by it to the publick Fame, 
and into every Palace, pervious to their clamour 
and noiſe, the dull and inſenſible, the not- literate 
and the over-literate, the impertinently buſie in 
'Trifles, and the outſides of Rarities, thoſe who 
never underſtood, or have loſt all their Latin 
if they can arrive to the capacity of Writing 
the half · ſneet of Paper in every Viſit. The 
manner of engaging and liſting them is very 
obvious. They ſhow them the proſpect of the 
City, its large Extent, the Cloſeneſs of the 
Houſes, or bid them view the late Maps, which 
diſtin ym every Street, Court, and Alley. We 
are planted in every one of them, and are al- 
ways ſent for upon the leaſt diſorder. If you 
will fall down and worſhip us, as much as we 
pleaſe of all this place ſhall be yours. You 
muſt write as many Doſes, as we have made 


che People by length of Time to believe neceſ- 


ſary, or convenient, to be brought in, in ever 
Diſtemper. You may make the Patient as eaſie 
as you can, but you muſt at rhe ſame time 
make us eaſie, who attend here, and are ſent to 
bring you, and have us'd great Artifice to make 
your 
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your Character; and can have no ſuitable Re- 
turn, but from your particular Favour in Con- 
triving how to anſwer our Services to the Pa- 
tient and your ſelf, which may be done by the 
quick and v reg. ſwiftneſs of your Pen. 


The Phyſicians in a little time perceive, that 
the People are immoveable, having by long- 
ſuffering been made callous and nenible of the 
Dangers before them, determine that that Diſeaſe 
is incureable, and ſer themſelves to the work to 
remove the other Diſtempers, according to the 
Cuſtom of the Houſe, and the preſent Faſhion 
of Preſcribing. They entertain the Patients 
with the ſame Remedies, the Apothecary their 
Maſter had us d before, and proceed with the 
fame number of Doſes, ſee the Patient oppreſt, 
and about to pay the laſt Debt to Nature, but 
muſt proceed to leſſen their own Debt and Ob- 
ligation , by ordering. a freſh and well-ſtor'd 
Magazine, which ſhall remain in the Chamber, 
and long ſurvive the Diſeas d. Theſe Medi- 
cines are only the various Mixtures and Repeti- 
tions of three or four cold and hot Waters, 
Conſerves, Syrups, and Powders, and Spirits. 
The Apothecaries will not ſuffer any Tinctures, 
or Infuſrons, or Extracts, peculiar to that Diſ- 
eaſe and Conſtitution, to be order d; becauſe it 
cannot be prepar d without a particular trouble 
to himſelf or Prentice. He is viſiting and dif- 
courſing all the Sick, or the Relations attending, 
and the Servants are ever buſie in carrying the 
Boles and Draughts to all the Houſes very dis 
rant 
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| Rant from one the other. Theſe weighty Con- 
ſiderations have fixt an Eſtabliſhment in the 
Trade of Phyſick, that the Phyſicians and Apo- 
thecaries muſt preſcribe and prepare a very ſmall 
ſtock of ſtanding and long-keeping (Medicines, 


and the People by both are forc'd to acquieſce in, 


and be contended to think they can be Cur'd in 
all Diſeaſes by the old proviſion of Preparations ; 
many of which corrupt in a little time, and are 
not able to preſerve themſelves. The frequent 


Suſpicions, and ſometimes violent Reſentments 


of the more intelligent and diſcerning, are ſtifled 
and laid again by the Aſſurances of theſe Do- 
ctors and Apothecaries, that theſe very old Com- 
poſitions in the Hands of fuch Artiſts ſhall ne- 
ver fail to renew and revive the greateſt decays 
of the Blood and Spirits, and ſubdue all the va- 


rieties of the old and new Diſeaſes. Will you 


look back, and admire this, the greateſt a0 


vancement of Phyſick, ſince very many of the 
Members of the College, have, as by a tumul- 
tuous Inſurrection, and vile Defection to its 
Enemies, diſturb'd the Trade and Manufactures 
of the great Diſcoveries of the Natures of Di- 
ſeaſes, and Medicines, in the Society, famous in 
the laſt Age from many of the Fellows, who 
have more naturally drawn and repreſented the 


firſt, and have invented, introduc d, or improv'd . 


many of the other? Is it now very frequently 
avow'd,: as by the Searchers of the Dead, that 
the Diſorder, which appear'd without very vio- 
lent Symptoms, improves every day into more 

| : dangerous 
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dangerous, and at laſt terminate in Death? 
That the Malignity grows greater by the uſe of 
many Doſes of the hot Diaphoreticks, which 
pretended to allay the vehemence of the Mo- 
tions of the Qualities of the Humours? You 
may by recollecting the faithful Narrative above 
deliverd of the various Manners, by which 
Mankind can be affected with Diſeaſes, and the 
obvious Methods of Curing them, withour dif- 
ficulty diſcern the Riſe and Progreſs of the arti- 
ficial and improv'd Calamities, which arrive 
from the corrupted Modes of PraQice, The 

eateſt part of the Diſorders which ſurprize us 

om the Air, and from the Quantities and Qua- 


ties of Food, are diſiniſt and paſt off by the 


Powers of the Conſtitution vigourouſly moving 
to preſerve it ſelf: becauſe the Conſtitution 
form'd for the extended Period of many years 
cannot be deſtitute of Force, and the natural 
Energies, to conquer and expel all the Impreſ- 
ſions, which are not ſuperiour in Strength to all 
the collected natural Motions of the internal 
Agents, or are not poiſonous, and in the higheſt 
degree pernicious. The Phyſician formerly, 
when firſt conſulted and relied on, pronoune d 
in theſe Caſes, with the moſt nice juſtice and 
Sincerity to the Sick, the Evenneſs and Strength 


of the Pulſe, the Steadineſs of the Reſpiration, 


the Paſſages of the Pores, and Bowels and Urine 
open, and pointed, to the Aſſiſtants, at the mor- 
bid Matter viſibly paſſing off. The Phyſician 
at this time finds . Sw poſſeſt by the 

Apothecary. 
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"Whenſoever Mercury. or Chance gives you a 
Purſe dropt, or a piece of Money in the Streets, 
the Purchaſe is yours; you may allow, by Cu- 
ſtom, the neareſt to claim a ſhare in the divi- 
ſion, if you pleaſe. The Family has ſent for 
the Apothecary in all the rp | Occaſions, and 
to Cure the Servants, (tho' their Cures equal 
frequently the ce of the Maſters) and 
leaves him to gratihe himſelf for all his former 
Troubles, when any Diſtemper ſhall ſeize on 
them, with ſome unuſual Symptoms above their 
underſtanding, but below the force of the na- 
tural Powers, which are about to collect and 
expel the Cauſes of them. The Diſeaſe would 
paſs off by Repoſe, Warmth, Change of Air, 
or of Diet, and by the attempts of the natural 
Vigour not interrupted or prudently afliſted or 
directed. The Phyſician comes to him, who 
had made himſelf over to the Apothecary, and 
is oblig'd to direct Boles and Draughts, and 
| Powders, to gratifie the preſent, and the former, 
and the future Viſits and Attendance, Are the 
Spirits capable to be made by many hot Juleps 
and Boles, raging and tumultuous ? Is the Blood 
capable of being more inflam'd, agitated, and 
confus d and corrupted ? Is it to be exhauſted 
and weakned by profuſe Sweats, or poiſon d by 
the forcible Diyerſions from, and Gbſtructions 
to its intended Secretions of the morbid Hu- 
mours by the Pores, or Stomach, or Inteſtines, 
or Urine ? Shall not this Torture juſtifie the 


Impeachment and Condemnation of the preſent 
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Pruttice fo often lately heard, That the Patient 
promis d his own Eſcape; but was deftroy'd 
Medicines forcd upon him; that he had liv'd, 
if the Boles and Draughns of chat Day had act 
deen given, wien he importun'd with 2 ſharp- 
eft Accents to be ard and left 10 hifnſelt? 
Have you not Heard of che Political or Medical 
Arithmetick of the Bills of Mortality, that a 
very large proportion dies, not from the vio- 
lence of the Diſeaſes, but the fraudalent traffick 
wich vitious and unnaturul Medicines given in 
Quaritities, which the Sick, enftebled by 4 
rs, cannot ft ?

The Anſwer has been ſuggeſted 
before, 'That the Phyſicians and Apothecaries 
know no hetter to uſe in their ſtead. Since the 
two Traders enter d into the Combination to 
prefer their Eaſe and Profit before the Cure of 
the Patient, theſe quleps have been found moſt 
uſeful and expedient - thoſe purpoſes. They 
are put together by mixing the two or three 
Waters in a moment: The TinCture, in a 
cooling, refreſhing, ſoft and healing Decoction, 
would require much longer time to be made, 
and the. Maſter and Prentices, are, or expect to 
be employ'd abroad. Beſides, the Family might 
importune to make in the Chamber that Tifne 


af two or three admirable Drugs or Herbs, as

them by his own Preparation dares not direct

Thar the Apothetary might complain, That a 
Tilane of 16 or 32 Ounces, will according to 
Cuſtom continue to be fold for 2 5.

Cordials are too hot and inflamingy char the 
eateſt Commorions in Fevers are rab d by 
them, How will the Patient be able to bear the 
moſt heavy, and oppreſſive, and nauſeous Medi- 
cines? I! he Conſerves which make the Boles 
Have not the genuine Virtues of the Plants, 
which are eaten into, and overcome by the Salt 
of the Sugar, eſperiälly after it has fermented. 
This is more clear and allow'd in the other half 
of ihe Boles, the corrupted and mothery Sy4 
rups of the Cordial and alterative Sorts. The 
Patients cannot bear the load and flatulency, and 
laxativeneſs of fo much coarſe Sugar in Uheſs 
Conſerves and Syrups in the Boles, (which would 
oon bring the moſt firm and healthy Labourers 
into that State) when they are brokeri and en- 
feebled by Diſeaſes, which require the fimall pro- 
portion'd Virtues of Medicines made latent and 
cover'd in the moſt natural and familiar Liquors, | 
They are waſh'd down by one of the Cordial 
Draughts to make the Mouth clean after them, 
and to ſupport the Stomach againſt them. The 
Tiactures of the Plants celebrated for their ſuc- 
cels in the different Fevers, would at the ſame 
time temper the "Thirſt, ſtrengthen the Stomach, 
and reſtore the Diforders of the Blood. The 
0 Age has educated the Phyſician to the — 
* Aice 
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ice of Boles, and obligd him to neglect the 
Enquiries into the Vigtues of thoſe Simples, fam d 
in all Ages in the Cures of the. moſt dangerous 
Fevers, which are afterward. deſtroy d in the 
{eter and nauſeous Conſer ves and Syrups, and 
which he cannot now. diſcern after avkg lain 


long dead and embalmed in them. If theſe 
Boles: are reſus d and repcted by the offended 
Patient, he then orders Gaſcon 8 Powder, or Pearl, 
or Coral, or Bezoar, with them, of very little 
uſe in Fevers, in the place of the 94

own Obſervatian, whoſe Recovery began the 
next day after the Diſuſe af che Bales and 
Draughts, and not only, as aften ſuppos d. from 
the Liquors the Patients themſelves importun d 
to be given them. Tho we will readily grant, 
That the honeſt Phyſician will admit the, Pa- 
tients Advice, as in Conſultation, who does, by 
the Remedy he calls for, deſcribe the Qyalities 
of the Medicines, Which will be coptrary to bis 
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Diſtemper, and are adjuſted by him to the pre- 
ſent Circumſtances of his Condition. He feels 
the force in himſelf of the natural Impulſe, 
that the native Strength of the Spirits, and the 
internal Motions of the Blood muſt be aſſiſted, 
confirm'd and ſupported; that the Remedies 
confederating with them may be able to oppoſe 
the invading Enemy. He takes with the ſtrong- 
eſt Aſſurance the 2 g natura — * 
having its Principles attemperated by one the 
pry, or the -dir'd mixture of an Alexiterial 
Plant extracted in a Liquor then demanded by 
Inſtinct, the natural Voice. The Spirits and 
the Blood rejoyce on the firſt notices -of theſe 
Aſſiſtants from the Smell, the Taſte, and the 
Colour of the Natural Medicines. The Diſeas'd: 
after three or four hours tranſpires, Sweats, 
Sleeps ; then perceives the Diſtemper begins to 
quit the field on the fight of its {low, but in- 
vincible, Antagoniſts. In the ſecond place, 
The Patient is furfeited, and the Strength of the 
internal Motions of the Blood and Spirits, are 
waſted and exhauſted by the very frequent Re- 
petitions of the too! efficacious Remedies, and 
muſt loſe his Life, if the Natural Powers are 
capable of being diflipated and broken by them, 
If 'the Apothe will himſelf put off many 
Medicines, and oblige the Phyſician, if happily 
calf'd ar the beginniing'of the Diſtemper, to help 
him in it: they cult begin betimes, and not 
omit the firſt Seaſons of beginning the Courſe.

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whether the Fever is moving higher, or will 


keep the ſame Motion, or will tend towards a 
Declination, eſpecially of that Paroxyſm. It 
may be impoſſible then to obſerve, Whether the 
Blood is ſeparating the Humour, or about to 
reject it by the Pores, or Urine, or the Bowels. 
There may not be any certain Signs and Diſ- 
criminations of the various Conditions and Qua- 
lities of the different morbid Humours. The 
Surgeon at his firſt Addreſs to the Tumour, is 
allow d to apply a Plaiſter neither repelling nor 
drawing, till he can obſerve, whether the Hu- 


mour will tranſpire, or be forc'd back, or ſhall 


want to be ripen'd into an Apoſteme. Many 
Medicines muſt be brought and inſtantly thruſt 
into the Patient's Mouth, (the People will taſte 
em, they muſt be powerful, and of ſeveral 
ſorts) tho the Apothecary and his Phyſician 
cannot then aſſign any Reaſon, why they are 


given, but the great one ſecretly reſerv'd ; 


One of the moſt eminent for this purpoſe,uſually 
gives no other, But we muſt be doing, ſome- 
thing or other muſt be done. Our common 
Proverb pretends to inſtruct us in this matter, 
That a Diſeaſe once known is half Cured ; 
that is, when we can underſtand, Whether the 


Heatets or Coolers, the Emptiers or Aſtringents 


are neceſſary; or that things go in a middle 
Courſe, and none of em are wanting: You 
may then apply your Thoughts to the Medi- 


cine, for the better part of the work is over, 


Bur our People, and the Apothecaries, and the 
| Phyſicians, 
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Phyſicians, who work under them, begin the 
Cure, before they have begun the knowledge 
of the Diſeaſe. | In the great varieties of the 
Qualities of the many often repeated Medicines, 
the natural Motions may be irritated or diverted, 
or turn'd to the oppoſite Tendencies, or every 
thing which Nature had done to preſerve it ſelf, 
| ſhall be unravell'd and undone by the Remedies 
forcing the collected matter to another part. 
As the Diſeaſe proceeds, one Medicine may in 
the morning move a great Sweat, which ma) 
laft profufely many hours: Shall this be repeat- 
ted to hold up the perpetual Motion, and no 
Reſpite be allow'd to diſtinguiſn, whether at 
that time any part of the Diſeas d Humour is 
caſt off, or only the then uſeful Serum of the 
Blood with the greateſt expence and lofs of Spi- 
rits, and the aggravation of the febrile Inflam- 
mation, and the ſhifting the Humours to the 
Head, or any other more feeble part, or the 
more fixt united mixture of them with the Blood, 
which makes the future difficulty of the Separa- 
tion and Secretion ? You may Object, Fhat the 
Apothecary and, Phyſician may bring in an 
Under-Plot, may give, after the principal Re- 
medy, many others, which ſhall do neither 
good nor harm. There are no ſuch to be us d 
in Phyſick. They have all their Energies, and 
will exert" the proportion'd Effects to the paſſive- 
neſs of the Patient's Strength under the diffe- 
rent Diſeaſes. And the Nurfes and Maid - Ser- 
vants carefully examine the Smell and Taſtes 1 
1 pans he + OP | "," TR 
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e Doſes. If they are not very powerful og 
— Palates, Can the poor lenguithing Sick 0. 
ceive any manner of advantage from them? 
You muft allow, as m Food, time for the Me- 
deine to be open d in the Stomach, paſt into 
the Blood, and circulated there ſome fmall por- 
riort of time, that the certain Effects and Opera- 
tions may be noted; and Nature ſhall, as by 
Hunger, call for the next Repaſt and Supphes. 
The many conſequences of too many Meals in 
the Day in your beft Health, will inftru& you 
to judge in the prefent Caſe: The want of Ap- 
petite, and rhe confequent Loathing, will teach 
the Sromach to refufe, and reſent the violences 
it had faffer'd from ary one Diſh many years 
after. The frequent Deaths of a great part of 
the Diſeas d preſt to take the Medicines by the 
Hors, and fome others in the Intervals, may 
be ſelected and recorded as Monuments, to warn 
and direct the Survivors. At the end of the 


- Diſeaſe, the Natural Secretions are only to be 


ſupported and maintain'd, to be able to purſue 
the Enemy, till he is driven behind the Fron- 
tiers. Two or three fuperfluous Dofes will agi- 
tate and remix the marter, and continue the Fe- 
ver through another Stage of 7 or 14 days, or 
raiſe a much longer Efferveſcence, and trans- 
form rhe Acute into an Hectick, or equally dau- 
gerous Chronical Difeaſe. In the third place, 
The prefent Practice will appear to you guilty

ſons and Arguments to every Member to plead 
on that fide. The Phyſician is inſtructed by 


his Authors, to find out the antecedent and im- 


| mediate Cauſes of the Diſeaſe, by the Signs and 
Directions the Symptoms will afford, 


rom all 
the paſt and preſent Circumſtances, and from 


them the Changes lately made in the Blood and 
Spirits, and to regard the Realterations of theſe 
Changes by the moſt exact application to them. 
The Cure of the Diſeaſe d on the direct 
and purſu'd Addreſs to realter and expel that 


matter; which makes the various ſubordinate 
Diſorders, diverſify'd as the Humours can move, 


or the ſeveral Parts of the Body can be affected 


by them. But now every Symptom is to have 


its particular Medicine in many Doſes to molli- 
fie or remove it. The Patient cannot ſurvive 
this management, if he has not the ſtock and 
poſſeſſion of the Powers of a long Period of 
. Lie to protect and ſupport him. The Sym-

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totns are for the moſt part the Notices given of 
the paſſing of the Humours, or at leaſt prepa- 
ring them to be ejected at the proper Apertures 
— Out- lets of the Body. The Vomiting ſtopt 
by theſe Medecines, the Looſeneſs checkt by 
them, may be fatal, which would have caſt of 
themſelves, when the primary Cauſe had been 
mitigated by the Remedy proper to that end. 
The Catarrhs and Expectoration reſtrained re- 
tain the morbid Matter, which permitted to 
flow more gently, would have gradually dimi- 
niſh'd the Cauſes of the Irritation of the Blood.

The haſty 


and prepoſterous Bliſters ruffle that ſeparatory 
Motion, eſpecially if renew'd by — the

never ceaſing Inquietude. Is the Patient in any 
Pain, the Opiate Draughts are demanded. The 
vigorous Activity of the ſpirituous parts of the 
Blood puſhing and ſeparating the morbid Mar- 


ter, rais d thoſe Pains by the Tenſion and Dila- 


lation of the more ſenſible Parts. The Opiates 
depreſs that Energy, make the whole .Blood 
Sleepy, and ceaſe all the lively internal Motions: 
the Separations and Secretions are barr'd, and 
the pent up Poiſon enlarges its Malignity. As 
the Pains of Rheumatiſms are protracted for 
many months by the frequent uſe of Oprtes, 


the more violent venom of Fevers kills the Spi- 
Ki rits

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Tits, and corrupts the whole Maſs of Blood in 
ſhorter ſpace of time. Not many years ſince, 

the Phyſician was always importund to order 

two or three Opiate Draughts for every Patient 

to be taken every Night. The Tide or Ebul- 

lition of the Humours comes on in almoſt every 
Fever at that time. The ftupefying Doſe and 
the turgeſcence of the Humours made a furious 

ſtruggle one with the other: the Patient was 
diſtracted by them, the Spirits made more tu- 
multuous kept him waking, or he was com- 

pell'd to Sleep with the moſt confus d and di- 

ſturb'd reſtleſsneſs within the Brain, tho they 
were not able to awake by opening the Organs 

of the Sences. If they had waited till the na- 

tural abatement of the Storm after 5 or G hours, 
the natural Sleep would have ſucceeded towards 
the Morning, with its uſual Attendants, an eaſie 

Perſpiration, or Sweat, a ſedate Reſpiration, and 
the moſt perfect Separations and Preparations of 
the Humours for the intended regular $ecretians. 
The People firſt reſcued themſelves from this 

Oppreſſion, and refus'd the two or three Opiate 

Ptaughts, which put them out of the Faſhion. 
What Ravage theſe large and frequent Doſes 

| of Opium have made of the Patients, if capa- 

| ble to be deſtroy'd, the Practice of the ate 

| years will abundantly teſtifie, when in the moſt 

| ſecure and eaſie Diſeaſes, and Conſtitmions, 

| poſſeſt of the Survivance of many years; the 


Motions cauſing the Pains, and the Viral and 
Animal Motions were very often ſtapt together 8 .

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Can yoli doubt, that many Die from the un- 


skillful Applications of Remedies by the Fami- 
lies, and that few eſcape, but whom Nature 
proteòts from the Diſeaſes, and its more dan- 
gerous Enemies, the haſty Obtruders of the 
Medicines of the greateſt Force and Operation? 
It was ohſerv' d above, that every Medicine is 
Poiſon, if — applied in too large Quan- 
tities, or too often, when the occaſion ceaſes, 
or in Conſtitutions oppoſite to thoſe which re- 
quire their Uſe. What would be the conſe- 
quence, if the Knife of the famous Lithotomiſt 
was borrow'd of the Cutler, who lately Set it, 
and ſheuld be daringly us'd to every Sufferer 
from the Stone? A ſtrange forwardneſs and 
wantonneſs has ſeiz d the Peeple to thruſt 
theſe, Remedies on every Patient, the Apothe- 
caries from their numbers are oblig d to be ſi- 
ent, and the Phyſicians therefore muſt refufe 
them the Directions of Caution and Expectation 
of the natural Signals to be given for it's own 
Relief. Becauſe very many cannot be 'kill'd, 
they imagine all will be cur'd by the Cordials; 
The hot Brandy diſtilld Waters, and the Tins 
ctures of Treacle Water, c. are inſtantly 
given in the firſt Attacks of Fevers. Many 
thouſands of the Children, and the tender Years 
are fir d and conſum d hy them. The Blood 
Tages, che Spirits are diſtracted, and afterwards 
oppreſt with a Lethargy, the Brain made more 
extendetl, and open, e all the rorrent of 
the Humours; Ihe Maſcles of qhe Eyes ure, con- 


vulſt, 


_ 
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greater and leſſer Brain are filbd with all the 
Recrements of the Diſeaſe, and the Vital and 
Animal Motions are intercepted. If the vio- 
lence of the then pernicious and inflaming Cor- 
dials affects only the Blood, the Spots give the 
Evidence of the artificial Malignity. The Small- 
Pox and Meaſles are not ſulfer'd to wait the 
regular and the natural time of the 8 
and Excluſion. The Puſtules of the firſt are 
made large and flat, more numerous, ill- co- 
lour'd, and of the fatal kind. The more cau- 
tious and underſtanding of the People have, 


lately, directed by the ſecret Inſtructions of the 


Phyſicians, permitted their Children in that Di- 
ſeaſe to the Government of Nature, which 
carefully moves the Humour, waits the por 
Seaſon of rejecting it to the Surface, follows 
afterward the Puſtules with the natural Swel- 
lings to enlarge and fill and ripen them. The 
Nurſe and the diſcreet Attendants give only the 
Teſtimony of the Natural Cure, as the Hus- 
bandman looks on the Spring, the Summer, and 
the Harveſt of the Grain. Montaigne has given 
you a Collection of the different ſucceſs. My 
Uncle and I had a large Eſtate filld with labo- 
rious induſtrious Tenants, their Children and 
Servants : They liv'd together peaceably and 
healthfully ; when Sick, the and Abſti- 
nence, and a comforting Draught of their 
Domeſtick Plants, ſteept in a Cup of Wine, 
gave the beſt Bait to Nature, * 
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Diſtempers to their Period of Cure. An Advo: | 


cate and a Doctor came to live with thoſe now 
unhappy People. The firſt diſturb'd their Paſ 


ſions, which fturniſh'd the Projects of Cozening 


one another, and inflam'd the Reſentments 

Injuries, made em deſpiſe and reject the Ads 
vices and Arbitrations of their wiſer Neighbourg, 
The other put upon them the inflaming Juleps 
the oftenſrve Conſerves and Syrups, the Powders. 
of twenty or forty Ingredients, with a Grain of 
Bezoar to raiſe the Fraud of the Price. Theſe 
muſt be given to the young and old, in all the 
differences o. Conſtitutions, the firſt moment 
the Sick, or any other, could gueſs it to be a 
Diſeaſe, The Medicines were taken as often as 
the Patient could be made to ſwallow them; 
The Landlord tells you, what havock they made 
of his Tenants : Many Died from the Natural 
Powers being oppreſt, diverted, or obſtructed ; 
not one mature and finiſht Recovery. The 
Medicines left the earneſt of another Diſeaſe, a 
new Brood ſprung up from the Corruption of 
the former. The Curate was always. viſiting 
the Sick, or burying the Dead, and was ſur- 
priz d every day at the new alter d numbers of 
the years in his Regiſter. The above recited 
Inſtances refpe& chiefly the Acute Dileaſes, and 


confirm the Reflections of the more in — 
the 


Obſervers, that the more numerous part 
Dead are deſtroy'd by the Phyſick, they are 
forc'd to take, and that the Recoveries in the 


b Acute Diſtem muſt be aſſign d ta 
many c * | "' ts 
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their obſtinate refuſal of the intended Propor- 
tions, or to the wholſome Chamber-Phylick, 
and the Care of the Nurſe; that is, to the ſtre- 
nuous Natural Motions which collect, concoct, and 


throw off the Impurities of the Diſeaſe. You 
may now take the Chronical Diſeaſes into your 


Conſideration, and after the Cauſe ſhall be faith- 
fully open'd, declare your Sentiments upon the 
Events of them. In the Diſeaſes of the Head, 
in the Aſthma's and Conſumptions of the Breaſt, 
in the Colick and the Nephritick Diſeaſes, in the 
Rheumatiſms, and Gout: You know the Pa- 
tients are in a little time ſenſible of the ill Effects 
of the Brandy Juleps, and loathſome Conſerves 
and Syrups, and the tumultuous Operations of 
the too much campounded Powders, or are tir d 
with the no Effects of the Gaſcon's Powder, the 
Pearl Powders, or the other therefore adinir'd 

oſitions of that Tribe, becauſe they appear 
leſs miſchievous. than the Boles : If the Patient 
in the firſt part of them, the more dangerous, 
ſurvives, either he is turn d off by his Phyſician, 
who had vainly promis d him, that he would 
not ſuffer him to Die, or the Phyſician is diſ- 
miſt, tho importunate to circulate again the 
fame Forms of Boles and Draughts, and Pow- 
ders. Have you not collected a thouſand In- 
ſtances, when the Modern Practice of | theſe op- 
preſſive offenſive Remedies has been out- done by 
the ſimple or modeſtly compounded Medicines 
of the old Practice, 2 that is, naturally

prepar d, reſerv d in the charitable Practice of

the Families, or handed down by the Traditions 
of the wonderful Cures effected by them, ot 
preſervd in the Memorials of their Succeſs? 
Beſides theſe, How many different Convulſions 
of Children, and Dropſies, and the moſt ſevere 
Hypochondriacal or Hyſterical Affections are 


rarely remov'd by the vulgar nauſeous Medi- 


cines of the vaunted Chymical or Galenical 


Preparations, but by the ſelect Simples expe- 
rienc'd in the laſt and all the former Ages to 
have Qualities able to ſubdue the Cauſes of thoſe 
Diſeaſes? But you may Object, That the Phy- 
ficians uſe, beſides theſe, the Spirit of Wine, 
and the ſingle Spirits drawn with Saffron, Caſtor, 
and the volatile Spirits and Salts, and the Com- 
bination of all theſe in the volatile oleoſe Spirits 
and Salts, and the diftil'd Oyls of Plants, and 
all the Acid Spirits, and the fixt Salts, which 
they give in the many artificial Diverſities of 
the Draughts and Boles. But you will appre- 
hend, 'That as the hot Brandy Cordials, and the 
Conſerves and Syrups, and the Powders mixt 
with many Ingredients, are abhor'd by the Sto- 
mach, and are injurious to the Blood, that thefe 
Chymical Remedies have a Force beyond the 
Power of any Conſtitution to bear, bur in three 
or four Doſes, without the moſt violent and ſen- 
ſible Diſorders. For in extraordinary Cafes, the 
vehement Actions of the Spirits and Oyls are 
neceſlary ; as on the other ſide, the Revulſions 
by Bleeding, and the ſtronger Evacuations of 
VYomits and Purgers. They are therefore me 
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ly irritative and pernicious, becauſe they are ve- 
ry uſeful in the greateſt and moſt ſudden Exi- 

encies of Relief. If the vinous Spirits, and 
the diſtill'd Oyls, are able to raiſe the almoſt 
dead Spirits, and move the Heart again, when 
it had ceas'd to move, and agitate the Blood 
coagulated and ſtagnating, and make the Sto- 
mach ſupport or caſt out the deadly Acids, or 
the loads of Surfeit and Indigeſtion : If their 
Uſe is more frequent, Shall they not evaporate 
the Spirits, and inflame the Blood, and burn the 
Stomach, which ſhall not afterwards be able to 
perceive the Operations of even thoſe violent 
Agents? If the Acid Spirits and fixt Salts, 
quench the flame of the Blood, and repreſs its 
dangerous Ebullitions and Expanſions; if often 
taken, will they not cool and colliquate it into 
profuſe and waſting Sweats, curdle the whole 
Maſs, and oppreſs the Motion of tde Heart, by 
killing the Ferment, and obſtructing the whole 
Circulation? If you continue the uſe of the 
fixt Salts to excite your Appetite, will they not 
become corroſive and cauſtical to the Stomach, 
and make incurable Vomitions and Diarrheas ? 
The Reaſon may be now ſuggeſted to you, to 
be afterward more largely explain d, that Nature 
cannot bear (but as Vomits and Purgers on 
great Occaſions) the extream Activities of the 
moſt Cordial Remedies. Becauſe Health con- 
ſiſts in the Æquilibrium, or the juſt Balance and 
Harmony of the Spirits and the Parts of the 
Blood to one the other. Diſeaſes are made by 
2 the 


„„ 
the Exaltations of one, und Depreſſions of other 
Humours, above and below the natural State 
and Temperament. Death ſucceeds, when the 
Natural Oeconomy, or Government, and Order 
and Subjection, cannot be preſerv d. Theſe re- 
gulated Proportions of the Humours are the 
immediate Agents, which move and ſeparate, 
and ſecrete, by all the paſſages, the morbid in- 
jurious matter of the Diſeaſe. If the Medicines 
of any kind are us'd in too great Quantities, 
which break and diſſolve that natural mixture, 
there can be no Recovery, the Patient muſt 
yield to the fatal neceſſity in all Diſeaſes. You 
may be ſurprized, to hear it aſſerted, That the 
Phyſicians do not preſcribe the generous Altera- 
tives, which in the different Diſeaſes and Con- 
ſtitutions will gradually and naturally amend and 
reſtore the Changes made in the Spirits and 
Blood, and by degrees bring it to the healthy 
mixture, that it may then totally expel tne Di- 
ſeas d Humours. But the preſent Phyſicians 
have loſt the Knowledge of their Virtues and 
Uſes. The Prepoſſeſſions of all the Great and 
the Little, for the Chymical Preparations, have 
made them forget the uſe of the Plants to be 
prepar'd by the more Simple and leſs violent Me- 
thods. Theſe Methods are to be usd, as the 
particular.Caſe ſhall require ſuch a Medicine to 
be made freſh and proportionate to the ſtrength 
or weakneſs of the Sick. The Reaſons are ob- 
vious to you ; he has two very powerful and 
paſſionate Patrons to mow The Apothecaries

in the firſt place, then the Nurſes and Maid- 
Servants, with all the Viſitants attending the 
now deplorable Condition of the Diſeas d. 
The A othecary will not permit, that the Phy- 
ſician ſhall be obſerv'd to know more of theſe 
matters than himſelf , and will not ſuffer him 
to order any new Cookery of a Medicine, for 
any great and extraordinary Cafe, but demands, 
That the old Cold Meats and Pickles, or rather 
the Sweet-Meats always ready- at hand in the 
Shop, ſhall be ſerv'd up, and plac'd in ſeveral 
Courſes on the Table. You may Object, That 
the Sick may do well enough with them, and 
that ſome have recover after the uſe of them. 
Bur theſe are Diſeaſes, which Nature will force 
it ſelf from it ſelf by its own Vigour, and its 
ſtock of Strength laid up for the Duration of 
many years. It can be only aſſiſted by Medi- 
cines, which are adapted to the Natural Condi- 
tions of all mixt Bodies, to be repair'd by an 
additional Reparation by a mixt, which can be 
reccivd and mixt with its Parts. To omit there- 
fore the Conſerves and Syrups, and the vappid 
crude Simple Waters, and the mixt hot Waters, 
which oppreſs and raiſe in the Humours the 
greateſt Confuſions, the admir'd Chymical Spi- 
rits either Vinous, or Volatile or Acid, and the 
diltill'd Oyls are too Simple, and have an exalted 
Force, which is not unitable and mixable with 
the Spirits and Blood. The Manners of their 
Actions are now more clearly to be explain d. 
H you will preſerve a ſmaller Wine, you mult 
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not uſe Brandy to raiſe it, but a generous bodied 
Wine, which will mix its Compoſition wich all 
its Parts, its own Spirits aſſociated with its 
Tartar and Balſam, which ſhall aſſociate with, 


and recruit and temper the Spirits, and Tartar 


and Sulphur of the other: - To nouriſh your 
ſelf,” you will not uſe the diſtilld Water, and the 
Spirit and burnt Oyl of a diſtil'd Chicken, but 
extract in a Broath all the Natural Compoſition, 
which ſhall be turn d into Chyle, that advanc d 
— a Natural Quinteſſence, — by its 
er Parts hold the Compages of the Blood 
together, and beſtow the neceſſary Reparation 
to every Fibre of the Body, and ſend the finer 
and more agil Parts into the Brain to au 
the Spirits. The vinous Brandy Spirits heat 
with rage, puſh violently one part of the Spirits, 
break the Craſis of the Blood by inflaming the 
Serum, and coagulating the Sulphur with the 
Fibres, in all the parts where they act, before 
they fly away by the firſt Pores or Crannies of 
the Body open to them. ' A generous . Cordial, 
to make the preſent inſtance in a Tincture ex- 


tracted with a mild Menſtruum, ſhall warm 


and revive all the whole Blood, and all the Spi- 
rits, as the Rays of the Sun temper'd by the 
Air give an uniform Warmth to all the Atmo- 
ſphere; as the Fire in the Chimney to the Cham- 
ber. Theſe Spirits are as the Rays contracted 
in a Glaſs, which burn deep into the part ex- 
— to them, or as a Coal from the Chimney 
held' in your Hand. The inflammable vmous 
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Spirits raiſe the greateſt degree of Heat, but 
* not make 0 diſtribution of it to all 
the Parts. Lou exhilarate your Spirits, and 
move the Blood to a nimbler Circulation with a 
Bottle of the Juice of the Grape, which cum ſpe 
divite manat in venas animimque tuum, Which 
affords Spirits of the Natural ſize conjoyn'd with 
a due proportion of Water, and is ' held from 
the violent Efforts. of its Spirits, by the Acid, 
and the nouriſhing groſſer Parts cloſely adhering 
to all its Particles. The Volatile Spirits froni 
Animals have the ſame eager and penetrating 
Motions, and break the whole Blood (if tod 
often usd) into a fatal Diſſolution and Fluids 
neſs, and unnatural Thinneſs, and make it inca; 
3 of being reunited into the Natural Con- 
iſtence. The Acid Spirits are only the fineſt 
Parts of the Minerals of Vitriol, Nitre, Salt and 
Sulphur, torn from the Maſs by the violence of 
the ſtrongeſt Fires. They corrode and rend in 
pieces all the Metals, burn all the Bones, and 
all the Animal Stony Concretes, deyour the 
Fleſh of every part they are applied to. If you 
mix them with Water to preſerve your Tongue 
from being corroded, the mixt Parts ſhall curdle 
the Chyle, and turn the Parts of the Blood they 
ſhall firſt reach, into grumous Lumps and black 
Coagulations of the Balſamick and Earthy Parts; 
Theſe ſhall clog and ſtop the capillary ' Paſſages 
of the Circulation, obſtruct all the Glands of 
the Viſcera; the more watery Parts ſhall run off 
in profule' and chilly Sweat, with the almoſt

cadaverous Coldneſs of all the Habit of the 
Body. 'Theſe and the other Effects, as was re- 
mark d — 1 — — in _ extra: 
ordinary Caſes, for the preſent greater advantage, 
las 11 uſes his Inciſion Rnife and the 
red hot Iron): from the firſt, to move the Spirits 
to their Stations or their Motions, which were 
almoſt loſt by their weakneſs or by a ſudden irrup- 
tion of a venomous Contagion : and from the 
Acids the too rapid Efferveſcences and Circu- 
lations in Fevers, and the waſting Ebullitions, 
require the quickeſt Temperature from theſe 
moſt powerful Coolers. Their Uſe is juſtify'd 
by the preſent and cogent Exigences, after which 
the moſt agreeable and adequate to the Patients 
Temperament muſt ſucceed to take their place, 
which may keep pace with the ferment of many 
Days, neceſſary to maturate the peccant Hy- 
mours, as the Heat of the Sun, and the Cold- 
neſs of the Rain, interchange with one the other, 
to move the Nytritive Parts of all Vegetables to 
their reſpective Growth and Ripeneſs. But the 
great univerſal Phyſician has prępar d the ge- 
nuine Natural Medicines with ſo wonderful Art, 
chat all the potent actiye Particles are attended 
with others to mitigate their Activity; the more 
compact and ſluggiſh have the lively and reſt- 
leſs to lead them forward, and convey them to 
the fartheſt Receſſes of the Body. The Deputy, 
and ſubſtituted Phyſician is requir'd to ſearch 
into their various Natural Preparations, to di- 
giſfinguiſh them carefully, and apply them *

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the preateſt Caution to the different Diſeaſes 
Tis true, Many Phyſicians have Herded with 
the multitude, and Spurn'd with them at all the 
eaſie Donatives of Nature, either for Pleaſure 
and Entertainment, or the Preſervation of Health 
and Life. The little defective human Images, 
and the pretended imitations of the great Natu- 
ral Originals, are worſhipt and ador'd by them. 
But the Microſcope diſcovers and derides 'the 
roughneſs 'and rudeneſs of all the coſtly Arti- 
fices. But the Magnifying Glaſs, and the more 
ſearching Enquiries of the more ſagacious, are 
rewarded with ever-new Diſcoveries of the inex- 
hauſtible Mine of the richeſt Qualities of all Na- 
tural Beings. The Phyſician, who experiments 
the Plants, Animals, and Minerals, to detect 


their Virtues, and the Methods, by the moſt 


{imple Operations, of drawing them forth intire 
and unbroken, not ſullied and vitiated by the 
rudeneſs of extravagant and violent Attempts, 
has no end of his Pleaſure and Infortnation, and 
can fix no Period to the Uſes of their Powers 
and Virtues, that hitherto they ſhall go and no 
farther. If he compares the faulty mixtures 
of the Diſeas d Blood and Spirits with theſe infi- 
nitely varied Compoſitions ' lodg'd in every Ve- 
getable ; he fees, That every irregularity in 
every Diſeaſe of all Ages and Conſtitutions ſhall 
be rectified by the careful Application of the 
Plant ſpecified to their various Circumſtances. 
But this purſuit will be ſtopt by very many by 
too fierce Oppoſitions, . You may firſt _— 
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That it is beneath the great Phyſicians to trou- 
ble themſelves to make or direct any Experi- 
ments, to diſcover or ſelect out of the full Na- 
tural Treaſure, the particular Medicine, which 
would Preſerve and Cure their Patient. That 
the Men of Pleaſure will not ſuffer him to take 
the leaſt Pains, cannot want his Company, and 
would affront and deride his Induſtry, if detain'd 
from them by chooſing the Remedy, by obſerv- 


ing its Qualities by Preparation, appointed and 


markt as appropriate to the Diſeaſe. They 
would eſteem him beneath their Converſe, if he 
pretended to buſie himſelf in a Quacking Affair. 
You muſt take care, that you do not deſtroy 
your ſelf by the miſapplication of a Word, as 
the Natural Fools and Children cut their Hands 
by taking the edg'd Tool by the wrong end. 
Dr. Skinner gives you the true meaning of it 
from the Teutonick and German Tongues ; 
that Quack with them, is, Frivolus, Nugax, One 
who does not do any thing to the purpoſe, 
The weak and filly often run into the dangers 
they think they avoid. Your magnified Doctors 
are now become the real Quacks. Their pre- 
tended ſufficiency of being from their firſt ſtart- 
ing out gone beyond any poſſibility of Improve- 
ment, has made them neglect the Knowledge of 
the beſt Remedies in the World, and ſham Man- 
kind (like the Quacks on the Stage) with 8 or 
10, magnified by them to the Skies, viz. The 
cold Juleps, Conſerves, Syrups, the Earthy 
Powders, the Lees, and Sediment of the old 
F Pharmacy, 
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Pharmacy, and the hot Brandy Waters, and 
five or ſix eager, virulent, inflaming Spirits and 
Oyls, which float on the top of the Chymical 
Preparations. Theſe two excellent Remains -of 
both will ſerve to correct the frequently almoſt 
fatal Effects of one the other. When the firſt 
have loaded and deadned the Stomach and Blood, 
the other will inſtantly raiſe them; when theſe 
have diſſipated and waſted them, the other will 
hold them down and retain them. But the other 
moſt fearful Objection, is, That our great Phy- 
ſicians, without looking into the inſide to view 
the Poſtures and the Uſes of the Parts, and how 
they are alter'd by any Diſeaſes from Diſſections 
of the Dead, without enquiring by Experiments 
into the Tempers and Mixtures of the Humours, 
without the. Knowledge of the Names of Di- 
ſeaſes, and having ever read the hundredth part 
of the Hiſtories and Deſcriptions of their Sym- 
toms and Events from the Strength of Nature, 
or their Symptoms and Events on the ule of all 
kind of Medicines, but by good Company, and 
not waſting their time in conſidering the Virtues, 
or the manner of preparing any Drug 
whatſoever, are yet the moſt rare Phyſicians of 
Europe, and Cure all the Patients of Quality by 
their Vulgar Remedies, in common . Uſe with 
every Nurſe, varied into different Forms. The 
long Life of the late King of Spain, if you re- 
flect on the Dangers of his Infancy, his Weak- 
nels which increas'd with his years, and the doubt- 
ful Contingencies of many Months ger 
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will confute the monſtrous Pretences of our 
' Phyſicians, who know nothing, and repreſent to 
| Your juſteſt Obſervation the no leſs monſtrous 
Credulity of all our People on the other fide. 


Thoſe Phyſicians have the moſt exquiſite Know- 
ledge of the Virtues of the Simples, and of their 
Natural moſt refin'd Preparations They have 
the moſt bright Diſcernment of all Diſt 

from their diligent and moſt accurate Diſcoveries 
of the Progreſſes of the Motions of the Hu- 
mours, from their faithful Attendance on the Sick. 
The preſent vigour of the other Princes direct- 
ing the furious ſtruggle on both ſides in the pre- 
ſent War, will make you change your Opinion, 
or wait to be 1 what admirable Natural 
Preparations they uſe, and how they are di- 
rected; when the eaſie Diſeaſes here, which Na- 
ture her ſelf will Cure, appear in the iſſue ma- 
lignant, as they are of courſe ſtyld in the firſt 
Approaches, to prepare a Refuge after the ill 
ſucceſs of our loathſome and virulent Remedies. 
If the firmneſs of the Spirits, and the Humours 
in a Patient of Quality, diſmiſſes the eaſie Diſ- 
order, What Triumphs are made!

You, who have never heard of 
more than the diſtill'd Waters, the Herbs beaten 
or boil'd, with Sugar, and corrupted by it, the 
Spirits and the Oyls, will be in the Condition 
of one Born without Sight, after being reſtor'd 


to 
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to it by the Couching of a Cataract. The 
Sun, and all the Plants, which were rais'd and 
grew by his Influence, fill his lately dark Mind 
with the ſurprizing Rays of his brightneſs, and 
with the raviſhing Colours in the infinite Perfe- 
Ction and Variety. You, who have only taſted 
the cold diſtilld Waters, and the Brandy Spirits, 
and the clammy Sugary Preparations, or have 
had your Tongue and Noſe fir'd with the In- 
flammatiory and Volatile Spirits, or the keenneſs 
of the Acid, and the rancid Oyls, will be rais'd 
into an Extaſie, when you perceive the grateful 
Qualities and Uſes of the never exhauſtible 
Mixtures of the Principles of the Natural Medi- 
cines. Your Admiration will advance without 
Confinement, when you are made ſenſible of 
the endleſs Compoſitions adapted to Cure the 
innumerable Diſeaſes, to which Mankind is ex- 
pos'd. Every Simple is an excellent Compound, 
adjuſted to the Mixtures of the Blood,. which is 
vitiated in Diſeaſes, as all the Simple Aliments 
are the more excellent Compounds, made of 
Parts, which will repair every part of the Blood, 
the Spirits and the ſolid Parts. This Compoſt 
tion of all Foods is neceſſary not only to nou- 
riſh, but to render them ſupportable to the Sto- 
mach. The fat unmixt would make the moſt. 
loathſome Oppreſſion. The Fibres not divided 
by the Oyly Parts would be indigeſtible. The 
volatile Parts not divided by all the other would 
irritate and convulſe the Membranes and Nerves. 
The Acids of Fruits, if ſeparated from the

Oyly ſcyeetneſs, would diſturb it by their eager 
Acrimony. Theſe very Aliments muſt therefore 
have very different Qualities compounded by 
their mixture, eſpecially the . Foods from the 
Vegetables. They are varied and usd as Me- 
dicines, in the uſual Diet, to redreſs the Altera- 
tions of the Blood made by a more conſtant and 
ſurfeiting uſe of one the other. The more 
watery and viſcous depreſs and incraſſate the 
Blood, the more rich and ſpirituous expel that 
ſuperfluous Water by the Pores, and break and 
divide the clammy Parts. The Blood, made hot 
and impetuous by the Spirits and diſproportion 


volatile Oyls of theſe, is reduc'd to its temper 


by the mollifying Qualities, and the ſoft Muci- 
lages of the other. The Plants, which have 
been usd in all Ages, as a part of Food, are 
truly Medicinal, to prevent and Cure the inci- 
dental and moveable Diſorders, not grown to a 
ſtature to be term'd Diſeaſes. The acidulate 
and inciding ſuppreſs the Fumes and Vapours 
from the fat and oyly Meats, penetrate into the 


tenacious and gummy Texture, and divide and 


reſtore them into an unfermenting Chyle. The 
hot and acrid do not only rouze and ſharpen 
the Menſtruum of the Stomach, but break and 
diſſolve the Fibres, and the firmer conſiſtence 
of the undigeſted, which offend it. A very 
large number of theſe Medical Aliments enlarges 
the Catalogue of the Simples us'd in Phyſick.

Plants, which are eſteem'd only Nutritive, have 
a ſoft Mucilage or Gelly, without any ſtrongly 


predominant Qualities, (tho the more feeble dis 
— Qualities diſtiriguiſh every one of 

are deſignd almoſt only to augment 
the Blood, and Spirits, and ſolid Parts: Nature 


being able out of that uniform Mucilage, to 
Extract, as Art does from the fermented Grains, 


the Spirits, and the oyly Balſam, as well as the 


Serum and the Fibres. Every other ſpecihck 
and diſtinguiſhable Virtue tenders them able to 


move the Blood, and retard its Motions in the 


various Proportions neceſſary to remove any pre- 
ternatural diſeas d Affection of it.

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Medicines therefore of the middle fort, (if the 
Diſeaſe is not more ſecurely to be removd by 
the ſoft approaches of the firſt; ſupported by Ex- 
erciſe or Repole, &c.) open d and brought into 
Action by a rational Preparation, ſhall claim 
the Preference before the other, fir d and ſub» 
lim'd' by Art to the moſt raging and vehement 
Qualities. This Reflection of the Natural mix- 
ture of ſo many Plants, whoſe great Qualities 
andOperations are confeſs d, being carefully drawn 
forth by the Artful Preparations, will prepare 
you to expect the moſt certain Preventions and 
Recoveries from all Diſeaſes, They will be 
prefer d to, and extolbd before them, becauſe 
they have vaſtly greater Effects from their two 
dicken manners of Operation, which muſt be 
moſt firmly retain d in your memory, becauſe

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Parts. They. have much more Powers by 
acting more calmly and more ſteadily. The 
volatile Spirituous Herbs in Tincture make their 
eaſie entrance into all the Nerves of the Parts 
which they touch in their paſſage, then revive 
thoſe of the Stomach, which are mutually in- 
termixt with thoſe of the Heart, paſs on leiſure- 
ly by the Chanels of the Chyle into the Blood, 
Rivulets of the Circulation, and afterwards meet 
their Aſſociates in the Brain, which had before 
by the Nerves mounted thither.

They are not nouriſht 
with a vulgarly i imagin'd crude Juice from the 
Earth, diluted only by Rain by their Roots, 
or the common Air by their — but the 
Quinteſſence of the Qualities, which the Earth, 
the Water and the Air can receive from the 
Rediſtribution of the Principles of all the com- 
pounded Bodies, which are rediſſolvꝰ d by Cor- 
ruption. Does the Earth afford the Minerals, 
the Salts, the Balſams, Sulphurs and Bitumens, 
and the Antipeſtilential Medical Glebes?

Cauſes of the frequent Deaths in theſe Diſeaſes, 


The forcible Excluſions or Attractions of the 
Parts of the Blood, and the Agitations and Com- 
motions attending them; whether they are 


made by Vomits, Purgers, Sweaters, Diureticks, 


Bliſters or Bleeding, do all concur and agree in 
the Rejection and Diminution of the vital and 
active, and neceſſary conſtituent” Parts of the 


Natural mixture. The vehement Vomits and 
Purgers are to be given in many Fevers and 


other Diſeaſes, when the Impurities are before 
made ready and collected to be caſt off. The 
ſafe eaſie Vomits and lenitive Purgers, and Gli- 
ſters, which cleanſe the Stomach and Bowels 
from the putrid Humours before lodg'd in them, 
are moſt uſeful, and do not affect the preſent 
Caſe, becauſe they give. no diſturbance to the 
depuratory Fermentation.

The Practice (foes on, and im- 
proves by Cuſtom, and the Phyficians either ne- 
ver knew, or, by the other long Practice, become 
improv'd and confirm'd in the Ignorance of the 
powerful Alteratives of all the morbid Altera- 
tions of the Blood and Spirits. Tf give the 
Brandy Juleps, and the egg Boles, which 
irritate and colliquate the Blood, when the Diſ- 
eas'd Humour was not ready for the Birth and 
Delivery; its Ferment is diſturb'd, and the falu- 
rary Secretions are perverted. 'The Sweaters, 
the greateſt part of the preſent Practice, are, in 
many inſtances, fatal, when they divert the great 
conſtant natural Exhalations of the fretting and 
. ane Women mann. unquiet 


unquiet Parts by the Pores, which is, aſſerted by 
the long Obſervations of Sanctorius, and by every 
heedful Experiencer. It's an Infallible Axiom 
in Phyſick, Qud magis corpora impura volatilibus 
agites,, ed magis laſeris. If you move and diſ- 

uiet the int depuratory Motion, and fix 
the impure Parts more cloſely wich all the Maſs, 
and diſſipate by Sweats, rais'd by the Oyly 
Brandy Juleps, the uſeful Fluid, and the ſpiri- 
tuous Parts, the Diſeaſe ſhall grow ſtronger, 
as Nature is more, and more weakned, and ſhall 
at laſt with theſe helps ſubdue it. The Diure- 
ticks, in this circumſtance, have the fame ill Ef 
fects, as the Sweaters preſt on the Patient every 
hour of eyery day, they only move the ſame 
Humours by a different Paſſage. The vile Ef- 
fects of them are often obſery'd, when the Se- 


diment of the Urine, which Nature was, by its 


internal depuratory Motions, gradually increa- 
ling and — more — wad weighty, is 
by the Agitations made by the attenuating Diu- 
reticks remixt with the Blood.

What 
can you imagine can be drawn off in the firſt 
day of an inflammatory or ardent Fever, when 
the violent internal Agitation ſeparates nothing, 
which is demonſtrated in the dry Skin, and 
rough and parcht Tongue, and the thinneſs or 
little quantity of the Urine? The Blood and 
Spirits are more inflam'd and agitated by them. 
The Delirium is more eager, the Tendons more 
ſubſulting, the Urine more ſharp and cutting, 
and frequently Bloody. You will fay, Thar, 
after many Pairs, the Patients ſometimes recover. 
Nature never recovers by violence done to its 
neceſſary Motions, to concoct and expel the 
Diſeaſe : And the internal Separation is not fre- 
quently made, and the Criſis and the Solution 
of the Diſtemper finiſhr, till after the Pairs of 
Bliſters have been dry'd and head many days. 
Theſe Gentlemen apply Bliſters to every Fever, 
and every Conſtitution, which require the ſelect 
appropriate Depurations of the impure diſtin- 
guiſhable matter of that Diſeaſe, In Lethargies 
and Apoplexies, and the overflowing of the was 
tery Humours irritative by the Salts, and the

Shall * then, to the reproach 
of rational Phyſick, and the deſtruction of the 
Patient, be almoſt wholly rely'd on in all forts 
of Fevers, when in moſt of the Spirits and 
Blood are moving with the moſt. violent Pertur- 
bations and Ebullitians ? You may on this oc- 
caſion particularly admire the Obſtinacy and Im- 
moveableneſs of the Natural Powers, able to 
maintain themſelyes to a long Series of Years, 
which can defend it ſelf againſt Diſeaſes perfidi- 


ouſly made more — Phyſicians unac- 


quainted with the genuine and never · failing Re- 
medies, who for that Reaſon ſupport their Cre- 
dit by corrupting the People, and the Practice 
with theſe new Empiriciſms. If theſe Phyſicians 
do not intend to improve their Knowledge of 
the better Medicines, the People muſt interpoſe 
to preſerve themſelves, and obſerve that many 
Fevers finiſh their Courſe by the ions re- 
gularly made by the internal Motions aſſiſted by 
Remedies, or the Dietetick Liquors, and 
conclude the Victory by an happy Criſis in this 
Climate often partially, often entirely made.

Our Bliſterers and Adviſers of Cupping and 
Scarifying, inſtead of Bleeding from a Vein by 
the Lancet, divert the amaz d Attendants from 
demanding a Rational Method of the Preparã - 
tions of the Vegetables deſign'd to alter every 
Diſorder in the firſt ſeiſure, and the Progreſles 
and Terminations of all Diſeaſes, reſerving on» 

ly the great Evacuations and Revulſions, ſome- 
times antecedent, moſt frequently. ſubſervient to 
them. Bleeding is nec in Fevers, when

Can they 
diſtmguiſh, who never open'd the Particulars 
by their own Experiments; if one of the Bitter

together in the moſt ſecret Receſſes, under ſo 


artful covertures of the Bark, and Skin, and 
Shells of the Seeds, to preſerve them from being 
loſt by Jt panty deſign'd to enter into the 

realter the Spirits, after the Blood 


repair d, are broken by it to pieces, and become 
a confus d and lumpiſh Maſs. Yet theſe (as the 
Natural Filings. and Droſs) may be applied to 
the other great Purpoſes, of affecting the Sto- 


mach by the conſiſtence of their Subſtance, more 


laſtingly and gradually, and mixing with, and 
altering, or increaſing, the more groſs and com- 
pact parts of the Blood. After the Tinctures 
in a cloſe Veſſel, which ſhall imbibe the more 
ſpirituous, active, ſubtile Parts of the Plants; 
ſome of them will admit of Decoction, and an 
Extract to be made from it. As the Muſt of 
Mault and of Wine, and the crude expreſt 
Juices of ſome Fruits (no Fermentation having 
divided the Parts) will bear Boiling without the 
Diminution of the Virtues, and will be made 
into an uſeful Sapa or Extract: Tbe Plants, 
which have the more firm and cloſe union of 
their Principles, may be reduc'd by the Fire to 
this Epitome, and Contraction of their Bulk, 
to make their uſe leſs difficult to the Sick.

The Patient therefore muſt demand the Phyſi- 
cian's Induſtry, to preſcribe not the Name only; 
and the uncertain vulgar Preſumptions of the 
Qualities, but the examin'd and prov'd Armour 
of the Medicines to encounter the Diſeaſe. 'The 
Publick may then acquieſce, when they appre- 
hend that every Simple has been diligently 
brought to the trial in all the various Menſtru- 
ums, without Heat, and with all the degrees of 
it, when the Extracts ſhall be brought to the 
Aſſay, to diſcriminate, which are uſeful or ne- 
ceſſary, and which ought to be rejected; that 
the Phyſicians will recover at the ſame time the 
value of their Profeſſion, and the Health and 
Life of the Diſeas d. When the Experimental 
Philoſophy employ d the more induſtrious in the 
laſt Age, the Chymieal Fires dazled the Eyes, 
and poſſeſt the Imaginations of the People. 
Their Labour was chiefly on the Minerals. 
The Plants were vitiated and deſtroy'd into 
Brandy Waters and Burning Oyls. 'The Old 
Arabian Methods of Boyling, and afterwards 
corrupting thoſe Decoctions by Sugar into Sy- 
rups: The inglorious and ſcandalous Embalm- 
ing and. Burying the 2 Plants in Sugar 
in Conſerves, contented the careleſs Phyſicians, 
who preſented their. Patients, thoſe offenſive in- 
jurious Medicines, inſtead of their generous Care, 
from more promiſing Preparations. But ſince 
Chymiſtry has been exhauſted, and can go no 
farther, and upon the Review, the Preparations 
fiom the Plants by Diſtillation are detected to 
5 A 2 make 
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make falfe and unnatural, haſty, virulent, bur 
not the Salutary and- Reſtorative Operations : 
The Phyſicians of the laſt Age have in many 
Parts of Europe, made very large Progreſſes in 
ſearching into and retrieving the moſt certain 
and infallible Powers of the Vegerables, form'd 
in them in all the proportions of the Qualities to 
the Exigencies of Life te be preſerv d. The 
Engliſp Phyſicians have had theſe Inſtructions 
from them, and have in the laſt Age cultivated 
and improv'd many of them. But many Cauſes 
before ſuggeſted; have made the preſent Practi- 
cers, like Tantalus, look on and reach after, but 
never lay hold on the inviting Fruit. I 

have been, like the Fox in the Fable, decei vd by 
the Stork with Pottage in a long neckt Glaſs 
Bottle. He is - repreſented looking + eagerly 
through the Glaſs;' and licking on the outſide, 
without any Pleaſure to his Palate” or Relief to 
his Hunger. The Moral here is very different, 
the Phyſicians are ſupported by doing nothing, 
and the Patients Pains and Dangers are without 
Remedy, increus d and made more violent by the 
Phyſicians preferving themſelves from the-necef 
{ary Care and Trouble of aſſiſting them. You 
may be converted to this Opition of the great 
neglect of the Patients Recovery, by the only 
two Alexipharmicks now us'd in malignant Fe- 
vers. They are Serpentaria and Conerayerva, 
bot and dry, as the Climares, which fend them 
to us. There are in the Natural Collecxion ma- 
ny other more Cordial, more Balſamick, and

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more Preſervative of the mixture of the Blood, 
and conſequently; of greater and. ſurer Effects in 
Peſtilential and Malignant Fevers : to inſtance 
only in the Tincture of one of the moſt Expe- 
rienc'd Authors, which he had-us'd in many Pe- 
ſtilences with the mioſt ohſerv d Demonſtrations 
of its Virtues. But our Phyſicians do not un- 

derſtand, what will be the Colour, Smell, Taſte, 
of any of thoſe Simples infus d in any one of the 
Diſſolvents, becauſe they never Experimented 
them either {ingly or mixt in any one of the 
Menſtruum . Tbey cannot aſſute the Patient, 
that their Decoctions of Serpentaria and Con- 
trayerva do not waſt and conſume the principal 
parts. of. their Efficacies, whether they may be 
made more ſtrong or more temperate, or would 
anſwer their own Purpoſes more certainly in In- 
fuſions or Tinctures. Lou may object, That 


they may order it in all the ways of preparing 


to ſo many Patients, and obſerve by theſe Dying 
and theſe Living, whether the Remedy had all 
or none of the Qualities of a good Antipeſtilen- 
tial Medicine. They may Experimenta per 
mortes agere, in the Words of Pliny upon this 
occaſion. Iuſtead of making at home now and 
then the Scrutiny by Experiment of the Powers, 
and more or leis. intenſwe Actions of a Simple, 
whoſe: diſeoverd Qualities would direct the moſt 
caui iaus in the Application: They may make 
their Experiments on the Lives of the Patients, 
and by = numbers of rhe Slain, and eſcaping, 
as in the beginning of Medicine, furniſh their

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Experiences of all the Drugs. Horace expos d 
a covetous Wretch, who ſtarv'd himſelf and all 
his Relations in the midſt of very great Wealth. 
Suppoſe one ſhould buy many Scores of Viols, 
and Violins, and Pipes and Harps, who cannot 
uſe one of them, nor intends to learn one Note 
in Muſick, What would you think had befaln 
him? Our Phyſicians are ſuch Phyſicians, as 
the Man was a Muſician. They read and hear 
of many admirable Medicines, performing with 
great certainty the alterations — to Life; 
but they never dare preſcribe them, leſt the 
Author or Relater might poſſibly Err in his In- 
formation of the Proceſs. Thę Apothecary and 
his Boy would diſcover his Ignorance, and ex- 
poſe him, when they find in the Preparation, in 
an improper Liquor or Heat, its Colour, or 
Scent, or Taſte, ſuſpected by none of them be- 
fore. He fears the Patient may remark its being 
too ſtrong or too feeble, He muſt therefore 

employ his time in other ways, 'and bear the 
Infamy from the Druggiſt of not knowing the 
outſide, and one Drug from another, and of 
the Shop, never directing them without obvious 
and deteſted Errours, and muſt viſit the Patient 
every day made worſe, by the flatulent Juleps, 
and oppreſſive fulſome Boles, and continue un- 
der the dread of the Apothecaries Reſentment, 
i he:prefum'd to acquire the Knowledge of the 
moſt eſficacious Preparations, which might make 
che People prefer him before them. You may 
| Reply, That | tho” they are defective in the 
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Knowledge of the nice Experiments by the Cold, 
Tepid or Boiling Infuſions, and the Extractions 
by Water, or the penetrating Acid or Vinous 
Spirits, and conſequently of the Virtues of any 
Vegetable ; yet they have gone through one 
Courſe 'of Chymiſtry, and underſtand the com- 


mon Chymical Preparations. Theſe, which was 


noted before, are very {imple and unmixt, with- 
out any Compoſition, and are inſtantly under- 
ſtood, if you compare them with the very much' 
Anger Combinations of Qualities in every Plant, 
and they are leſs worth your Notice and Trou- 
ble of enquiring into them ; becauſe they are to 
be us'd only in ſome Caſes, and then frequently 
to the great Prejudice of the Patient, and the 
Vegetables are many of them equal to them in 
the preſent Efficacies, and ſuperiour in their laſt- 
ing Powers, and the Perſeverance of their Acti- 


on. Beſides, the Preparations of the Chymical 


are more eaſie, becauſe they are Mechanical 
and fixt. The Fire regulated by the Furnace 
will not then fail to make a large quantity of the 
Spirit without Errour or Defe&t. But the Prin- 
ciples of the Vegetables are of ſo curious and 
tender a Fabrick, that the Tepid Infuſions or 
DecoCtions require the moſt judiciovs Care and 
Attention. Yet in the laſt Age, when theſe 
were firſt introduc'd into the Applauſe and De- 
mand of the People, when they had not loſt 
but a part of their Underſtanding, and but half 
of the Concern for their Health and Life: 
Every Phyſician was oblig'd, and had all the .

If the Practice of the Phyſicians 
in former Ages were allow d to be a Precedent 
to ours: They made their Princes emulate and 
imitate, by their own Enquiries, by preparing 
the Plants, their admir d and envy'd Benefacti- 
ons to Mankind. You had from the Author 
fam'd for his Wiſdom, the Diſcourſes of all the 
Plants from the Mountain to the Wall. He did 
not. tranſcribe from the fulſome Medley of their 
' Virtues in Herbaries, but experimented the pro- 
mis d Operations from their Qualities, and re- 
corded their experienc'd Effects. Mithridates, 
and the Ægyptian Queen, who was able to di- 
vert a Roman General from his Honour and 
Glory, many Arabian Princes had diligently pur- 
ſued this Royal and Munificent Quackery. 
That Word and its equivalent Charlatan import 
prating much in a Circle 'of the Mob, from a 
Bank in the Engliſh, or a Stage of Boards, 
when allow'd to divert the ignorant Aﬀembly 
out of their Money and Health. Our fam'd 
Phyſicians now differ from them only in the 
place of Acting on the Deal- Boards better 
Plain d. Their Wit may be often leſs divert- 
ing, but their manners of Addreſs, pretending 
to be the only Cures of the Age, are not to be 
diſtiaguiſht from the other. There are no Tal- 
lies ſtruck at the Exchequer, which match one the 
other more rigidly, than the Parallel Deſcriptions 
of them both. Neither of them pretend to —

That our Orators, and pleaſant En- 
tertainers of their Auditors, with the Haran gues 
of their own ſufficiency, are the tial and tub- 
ſtantial Quaeks, is demonſtrated from their neg· 
lect. of knowing: Medicines by their Preparations, 
and being conſequently ignorant of the Diffe- 
rences of Diſeaſes. Becauſe Difeaſts are very 
difficult to be diſtinguiſh'd by the very Modes 
and Manners, by which the Cauſes have ching'd 
the Humours, but the Cauſes and the very Tem- 
pers of the Humours may be certainly known, 
if you know certainly the Qualities of the Me- 
dicines, which you uſe to Cure them. If you 
know the hardneſs of the File, you will judge 
of the hardneſs of the Metal ; and by your Saw
